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SEIZURE OF THE BERMUDA. 


A Large Filibustering | Vessel Seized 
Of New York at Midnight.

New York, Futiindiny 24.—The iron stcarm- 
er ‘Bermuda, flying the British flag, was 
bearded and seized by the revenue. officers 
of€ Liberty island late tonight. 

The Bermuda bas been under the watch 
of Spain for some time. The Spanish au- 
therities believed she had been bought by 
Cuban revolutionists and was fitting out 
as a filibusterer. She has been anchored off 
Liberty island since Saturday and yester- 
day there was evidence that she was pre- 
paring for sea. 
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WITHDRAWALS CONTINUE. 
Reserve Was Relieved of Nearly a Mil- 
lion in Gold Yesterday. 
Washington, February 24.—Great activity 
has been displayed by national banks with- 
in the past few weeks in taking out addi- 
tional circulation. Last week the increase 
amounted to $1,525,053 and since January 
Ist, to February 2ist, Comptroller Eckcls 
has on application circulation orders for 
national banks to the amount of $15,082,750, 
nearly all of which it is expected will be 
taken. The new bonds form the basis of 

the increased circulation. 

The treasury gold reserve at the close of 
business today stood at $106,749,756. The 
withdrawals for the day amounted to $3851,- 
200. So far about $90,000,000 of the $111, 000,000 
for which the bonds were sold have been 
paid into the treasury and the national 
bank depositories. Up to today $65,000,000 
of the new bonds have been delivered. 


MORGAN SPOKE ON CUBA. 


EXPRESSED ASTONISHMENT AT 
AMERICA’S APATHY. 
America Could Forbear No Longer, He 
Said, Without a Strain on the 
National Honor. 


Washington, February 24.—In the senate 
today the bill granting a pension of $200 a 
month to the widow of the late Secretary 
of State W. Q. Gresham, as brigadier gen- 
eral, was amended to make the amount $100 
per month and passed. 

The resoitition heretofore offered by Mr.

Mr. Harris moved to amend the’ substi- 
tute by striking out the provision for a <e- 
lect committee and allowing the inquiry to 
be conducted by the financeecommittee. 

Discussion of these proposed amendments 
continued until 2 p. m., when the vice 
president laid before the senate the con- 
current resolution for the recognition of 
Cuban belligerence and Mr. Morgan. re- 
sumed the floor. The continuation of Mr. 
Morgan’s speech did not arouse a particle 
of the excitement and enthusiasm which 
the first part of the speech last Thursday, 
together with the other speeches cof that 
day, aroused. 

It was much of a historical review and 
was interspersed with the reading of too 
many letters and reports to attract erten- 
tion or to arouse enthusiasm. Morgan ex- 
presses his astonishment that in view of 
the Spanish atrocities in the island “this 
grand, free republic could sit indifferently 
by, knowing the facts, and not unsheathe 
the sword and strike to death the brutal 
monarch who inflicted them.”’ 

And he declared that the American peo- 
ple ‘“‘could go no further in their forbear- 
ance without a stain on the national 
honor.”’ 

He will finish the speech tomorrow. 

When Mr. Morgan took his seat Mr. 
White, democrat, of California, offered a 
substitute for the concurrent resolution, de- 
claring that the senate contemplates with 
solicitude and profound regret the suffer- 
ings and destruction accompanying the 
civil conflict now in progress in Cuba; and 
expressing the trust that the executive de- 
partment will, at as early a day as the 
facts will warrant, recognize the belliger- 
ency of those who are in arms against 
Spain, and that the good offices of the 
United States may be prudently, peacefuliy 
and effectively exerted to the end that Cuba 
may be enabled to establish a permanent 
government of her own choice. 

House bill to provide for the extension 
by five years Of the time within which 
suits may be brought to vacate and annul 
land patents to railroad companies, was re- 
ported from the committee on public lands, 
discussed briefly and passed. 

The vice president announced his signa- 
ture to the urgent deficiency bill. 

After a short executive session the sen- 
ate, at 5:45 p. m., adjourned until tomor- 
row.

LYNCHERS’ TRIAL 
DRAWS 70 A CLOSE 


The Jury Now Has the Case and a 
Verdict Is Awaited, 


INTEREST IS AT FEVER HEAT 


Attorneys for the Defense Attacked 
the Press. 


SOLICITOR GENERAL BELLINGER DREW TEARS 


His Speech Was One of the Finest Ever 


Heard in Carolina—He Spoke 
Frearlessly. 


Walterboro, S. C., February %4.—(Special.) 
It was 7:30 o’clock tonight before the case 
of the Barnwell men charged with lynch- 
ing Hannah Walker, a negro, went to 
the jury. 

The greatest interest was maintained 
during the delivery of the arguments. Judge 
Aldrich opened for the defense, His ar- 
gument was an attempt to discredit the 
testimony of the negroes and one of his 
expressions was that from Rosa Kearse’s 
demeanor on the stand it was evident she 
had not been whipped enough. 


; Attacked the Press. 

The case, he said, would, under ordinary 
circumstances, have been disposed of 
in one day, but the press, from 
morbid sentimentality, had exag- 
ge ated the crime and scatterel 
it over the four corners of the globe. For 
some reason every engine of the law had 
been shotted to the muzzle and aimed at 
the defendants. He pleaded the right of 
the jury to sift the evidence and declared 
that under the evidence that the defend- 
ants were innocent in the eyes of the law. 

J. S. Padgett, of counsel, followed Col- 
onel Aldrich. He spoke aggressively and 
earnestly. In opening he said the press 
had already tried, convicted and executed 
the accused. The press, he: said, Was as 
usual, mistaken. Mr. Padgeit In going over 
the evidence characterized Varn as a Ju- 
das Iscariot. Detective Newbold he called 
a ‘“‘black-hearted cur,” and an imported 
scoundrel from Texas; saying that no evi- 
dence in which Newbold could be traced 
should be considered. 

Mr. Padgett also slurred Dr. Bellinger’s 
testimony, calling him an old “grandpa’’ 
and a “lukewarm.” 

A Plea for the Prisoners. 

In the afterncon Major M. P. Howell 
made an eloquent plea for the prisoners, 
alluding to their aged mothers and fathers 
and their other lady relatives who were in 
the court. 

Solicitor Bellinger probably made the 
strongest argument for corviction ever 
made by a solicitor. He described the 
crime as the blackest in the annals of the 
The defendants had. remained in jail 
for months simply because they refused 
to.sign an affidavit saying they wére tinrbd- 
cent of the crime. When he dwelt upon 
the shocking whipping of the naked mother 
before her naked son, the ladies, relatives 
of the defendants, who were banked about 
the dock, some of them aged mothers and 
others pretty girls, went. He urged fhe 
jury for the sake of justice and the reputa- 
tion of the state to use the grandest rights 
of manhood, moral heroism, and do ‘their 
duty. 

The jury went out at 7:35 o'clock. A ver- 
dict is not expected tonight. 

As the jury went out, Colonel Aldrich, 
addressing the court, asked that a day be 
set for the trial of the defendants for the 
murder of Isham Kearse. They had their 
witnesses here.and. it would save great 
expense to bring their clients to trial now, 
It was a right of the accused to have a 
speedy trial. 

The solicitor said he otitected to the day 
for trial being set. If the prisoners are ac- 
quitted he will apply for a change of 
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NICARAGUA'S TURN NEXT. 


CITIZENS OF Lxon | DEMANDED 
ZELAYA’S RESIGNATION, 
But He Would Not Retire and Retali- 
ated by Firing Leonites Who Held 
Government Positions. 


Washington, February 24-According to 
news received from San Juan del Norte, 
Nicaragua, an uprising is fii imminent 
in that country. 

Newspapers have been nidiimieant but 
reports brought to San Juan by passengers 
from the interior are to the effect that the 
city of Leon has declared itself in- favor 
of Baca against President Zelaya, “-e ”_ 
mand Zelaya’s resignation.. 

Zelaya considers himself strong enough 
to put down the movement, trusting for 
suoport to the conservatives and the friend- 
ly government of Honduras. Hé ‘has dis- 
charged all citizens of Leon from his ser- 
vice and demands of the city the surrender 
of arms and full submission. He is endeay- 
oring to obtain aSsistance of ex-President 
Zavala, of Granada. 

Great excitement prevails ineontinoets Nic- 
aragua, especially as most of the national 
arms and ammunition are in Leon. The 
latest advices are that Zelaya has declared 
himself “dictator” and that’all his ministry 
have left him. At last reports the people 
of Leon were up in arms and a fight wads 
imminent.

SOUTH DAKOTA CfTIZENS BUY 
OUT A NEWSPAPER 
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And Order the Editor of It To Leave 
Town—Story That Is Thorough- 
ly Dramatic. 


Mitchell, 8. D., February “4.—The entire 
Mitchell Mail outfit, paper, presses, type 
and other paraphernalia belonging to a 
long-established newspaper, was this 
morning taken Into the street and publicly 
burned by u body of business men. The 
type were melted, the woodwork went up 
in smc ke and the iron presses were smash- 
ed into hundreds of pleces. 

This act is another link in the tragedy 
of this paper’s editor, R. H. McBride Mc- 
Bride and John 1x Lawler, president of 
the First National bank, were a number 
of years ago on friendly terms, the former 
being editor of the deMecraiic paper in 
this sectieon and the latter ‘prominent in 
the councils of the demoeratic party. 

Nine years ago Lawler married Miss 
Ella Sturgis, daughter of General Sturgis, 
of the United States army, and came to 
Mitchell to reside. He became president 
of the First National bank and continued 
in that position to the present time. Mrs. 
Lawler’s widowed sister, Mrs. Dcusman, 
of Prairie du Chien, visited the Lawler 
family and met MoaBride in a social way. 
Mrs. Dousman became attracted to Mc- 
Bride, he being a man of more than or- 
dinary ability. and married him. Mc- 
Bride’s private ch ter, however is 
stated not to be of f

Dousman, Lawler was Tec 
the nearest “ery A OF 


gatherings, trips to the’ seashore and 
winter residences’ fn New York followed 
until MoBride, tiring of domestic life; went 
after other and more exciting pleasures. 
A detective scon. reported the matter of 
violated marriage vows and other acts. 
Mrs. Dousman separated from MeBride 
and secured a divorce. McBride then re- 
turned to Mitchell and commenced syste- 
matic attacks upon Lawler, his family 
and the First National bank. Farmers 
who deposited in the bank known to Mc- 
those whd were not known 
were hunted up and given a “tip’’ that 
they had better take their money out of 
the bank and in consequence the bank’s. 
support among farmers has steadily de- 
creased for the past three years. Every 
week’s issue contained some allusion to 
the bank and its’ president, based on false- 
hood, but appearing in such a manner 
that no action-at law could be taken 
against him. 

This career of MeBride’s was idly looked 
upon by the people until the news came a 
week ago that John D. Lawler had sud- 
denly died in Siovwx City of apoplexy, 
whither he had gone on business. The 
full force of McBride’s long continued 
abuse then camé home to the citizens and 
they resolved td rid the town of the 
editor. 

This erystalized into a meeting of the 
foremost citizens ‘Saturday night and as a 
result a committee called upon -McBride 
and informed Hhith that they had come to 
buy his outfit ‘with the further proviso 
that he would Rave to leave the town. 
McBride assente@ to the proposition and 
stated that’ he Would sell the plant Mon- 
day morning to the citizens. 

At the appointed time the citizens called 
on McBride, but in the meantime he had 
been bolstered up by some of his friends 
and he purposely got out of the reach of 
the committee and the latter appointed 
one of their numfber to become McBride’s 
agent, gave him sufficient money to pay 
for the plant ahd -then proceeded to de- 
stroy the whole outfit. 

The committee, is now hunting for Mc- 
Bride.to impress upon his mind that his 
stay in Mitchell must be brief.

Washington, February 24:—The perennial 
contest over the. appropriation of money 
for the educat‘on 6f Indian children at con- 
tract sectarian. schools came up in the

SOLDIERS LEFT SPAIN’S CAUSE 


Cane Grinding Is Progressing Under 
Difficulties. 


CONFLICTING ORDERS HAVE BEEN ISSUED 


Grind the Cane, Says Captain General 
Weyler—Not on Your Life, Says 
General Gomez. 


Havana, February 22, via Tampa, Fla., 


February 24.—The government accounss of 


the attack upon Jaruco, a railroad town 
midway between Havana and: Matanzas, on 
the 18th, are vague and lacking in many 
important details. Those gleaned from res- 
idents of the town are quite different. The 
attack was made by Aguirre with 400 men. 
The volunteers of Jaruco, numbering 250 
men, surrendered by preconcerted arrange- 
ment. They joined the insurgents, taking 
with them 10,000 rounds of ammunition. 

Twenty-eight prisoners were also freed. 
The jail, the town hall and many other 
buildings were then burned. 

The train load of troops sent from Ha- 


y Vana was attacked upon arrival and driven 


from the cars, one of which was armored. 
Seven soldiers were found dead in that car. 

Some of the soldiers ran and joined the 
rebels, being fired at by their comrades as 
they deserted. Others held the telegraph 
and escaped only after many were shot. 
The Bowes which was an important one of 
over 2,000 inhabitants, is now in ruins. The 
railroad station is one of the few buildings 
that escaped. 

After the burning of Jarnee a series of 
engagements with the parties of Gomez 
and Maceo followed, lasting two days. The 
insurgents, as usual, moved about from 
place to place,tiring the columns of Gen- 
erals Aldecoa and Linares and Colonel Her- 
nandez and occasionally giving them a 
short fight, but moving on when the troops 
began artillery fire. In addition to the 
forces which have recently joined Gomez 
other bands of Orientals are moving west 
through Santa Clara and Matanzas pro- 
vinces.

Machinery the crop is being ga and 
turned into sugar as rapidly as possible. 
Grinding was begun January 20th, and has 
kept up continuously since ‘that date. At 


this writing 10,000 bags have been produced, ° 


and it is hoped 110,000 bags will be ground 
before the season ends. As this is the only 
estate on the entire island outside of San- 
tiago province which is grinding, something 


,2bout the method followed may be Interesv- 


ing.. 

A chain of three forts or block heuses 
have been built around the estate. There 
are forty-six of these forts. In each fort 
are ten to twelve men, and mounted guer- 
rillas ride from one fort to another and are 
always in readiness to move to any point 
which is threatened. E'‘ght hundred and 
sixty men are employed as guards and a de- 
tachment of 100 Spanish troops is also sta- 
tioned on the place.. The numerous small 
bands of insurgents in the neighborhood 
make frequent attacks and exchanging 
shots with the enemy is a part of the daily 
routine. These encounters seldom result 
more seriously than in the wounding of one 
or two guards and occasionally the death 
of an insurgent. The latter have burned 
twenty cabins on the estate, but have not 
succeeded in burning the cane or mills. 

A force of about twelve hundred men is 
new at work on the estate. The extra cost 
of guards is about $20,000 a month. The 
manager of the estate, the Marquis Apez- 
teguia, calculates that the increased price 
of sugar this year will make the grinding 
profitable. 

Orders That Conflict. 

The owners of estates in Matanzas pro- 
vince who have been ordered tu begin 
grindirg by General Weyler, will find it 
necessary to employ guards as is done at 
Constancia, and even then they will risk 
losing cane, mills and all, if they vioiate 
Gomez s order, prohibiting grinding. 

The estates at the east end of the island 
and which are grinding, are those near 
Guantanamo, Santiago, Manzanillo and Gi- 
bara. It is sa‘d that they are paying reve- 
nue to the insurgents for the privilege of 
grinding. They also must pay their tax to 
Spain, but will even, then come out at a 
profit. 

In Havana province the only estate that 
attempted to grind is Toledo, which finish- 
ed with 16,000 bags about a week ago. The 
hundreds of other estates with millions of 
dollars’ worth of cane ripe in the fields 
have not attempted to grind for fear of ‘os- 
ing their machinery and buildings, as well 
as this year’s crop: Permitting the cane to 
rot on the stalk or having it burned will 
not prevent a full crop being produced 
next year, provided quiet times come and 
help can be obtained to clean the fields of 
weeds.

and Cuban flags, and also the flags of 
the ex-confederacy, cons. oe of battle 
flags and an ensign.

Now Going On. 


MERITS OF THE CONTROVERSY 


How the South Is Involved in the 
Attack on the Southern 
Pacific. 


Washington, February 24.—(Special.)—The 
investigation now going on in congress over 
the indebtedness due the government’ by 
the Pacific railroads is the continuation of 
investigations that have been made for the 
last ten years. The government has, at 
considerable expense, both with committees 
‘and commissions, investigated and re- 
investigated the subject and no new facts 
are being developed. The commission of 
1887, the last exhaustive investigation, cost 
the government $100,000. All the facts in- 
volved were laid before congress, and yet 
the matter seems to be no nearer settlement 
than it was at that time. 

As the time is rapidly approaching when 
the bonds fall due, it is not surprising 
that there should be great scheming on 
foot to get possession of these great prop- 
erties. 

The passage of the interstate commerce 
railroad bill was a terrible blow to all the 
Pacific railroads in the United States, be- 
cause it gave the Canadian Pacific road ad- 
Vantages over all the roads in this country 
that it competed with, as that road was 
not amenable to the interstate commerce 


law. 
In Receivers’ Hands.

THE RIDE AS IT WAS. 


O’"DEA, OF JAMESON’S TROOPS, 
TELLS OF THE TRIP. 


I: Was for the Purpose of Protecting 
the Women and Children of 
Johannesburg.

London, February 2%.—In an interview 
with one of Jameson’s troopers named 
O’Dea, the latter said that prior to the 
start of Jameson and his followers for 
the Transvaal, which took place at night, 
O’Dea did not hear Dr. Jameson read a 
letter, as he is alleged to have read one, 
but says he gathered that the purpose of 
the expedition was to protect the women 
and children of Johannesburg. 

O’Dea belonged to the advance troop. 
He did not see Dr. Jameson after the 
night of their leaving Mafeking, nor has 
he seen him to this day. He supposes that 
Jameson rode in the middle of the troop. 
The men hurried forward, riding at the 
rate of ten miles an hour, with not more 
_than five hours’ rest in two days. They 
were sometimes able to get snatches of 
sleep on horseback. They had sufficient 
rations to last them until the evening of 
the second day. A party of fifty Boers 
met them and began a desultory fire upon 
them, to which Jameson’s followers re- 
plied. They had several skirmishes with 
Boers before reaching Krugersdorp, where 
the Boers succeeded in enticing Jameson's 
forces from the sheltered hillocks into tlhe 
open veldt while they themselves remain- 
ed under cover. 

Jameson Held the White Flag. 

O’Dea expressed his belief that Dr. 
Jameson himself hoisted the white flag. 
Anyway, if he did not personally hoist it, 
the flag was raised by his order. When 
the Jameson party surrendered O'Dea still 
had ten rounds of ammunition and many 
of the others had not exhausted their sup- 
Diy. 

After the surrender, he said, the men 
were fairly well ‘treaited. They were 
taken to Pretoria, where they were cor- 
raled on the Pretoria race course. They 
were allowed a loaf of bread and a quar- 
ter of a pound of meat a day for each 
man. 

At first he believed that all members of 
the expedition were to be shot. He heard 
afterwards that the volksraad had reject- 
ed a proposal to shoot them by a majority 
of two. Eventually the men were taken 
to Port Natal, where they were free from 
the moment they went on board the Har- 
lech Castle. 

O’Dea Will Visit America. 

O’Dea said it was his intention to visit 
Boston, Mass., and later on return to the 
service of the British South Africa Com- 
pany. 

In the course of his conversation he 
alluded to several of his comrades, men- 
tioning Cawston, of New York, and Mor- 
gan, of Montana. O’Dea gave his address 
as 198 Center street, Boston. Like all of 
the other troopers who arrived in England 
on the Harlech Castle, he received $22 be- 
fore landing and expects to receive the 
sum of £100 in addition to this from the

SOCIAL CLUBS ALARMED 


New Orleans Supreme Court Sustains 
the Sunday Law. 
New Orleahs, February 24.—The supreme 
court rendered an important decision today 
with respect to the Sunday law. 
About a year ago, during the extreme 
agitation of the Sunday closing, Paul Gelpi, 
president of the Louisiana Club, was ar- 
rested and charged with violating the stat- 
ute requiring stores, saloons and all places 
of public business to be closed and forbid- 
ding the proprietors of these places and 
their employes from making any sales on 
Sundays. Mr. Gelpi, as president, was held 
responsible for allowing liquors to be sold 
to the members of the club on Sundays 
at the bar of the club. 

He set up in defense that an incorporated 
social club is not a place of public busi- 
ness and that furnishing refreshments ex- 
clusively to the members at a graduated 
price without a view to profit is not an oc- 
cupation of employment and therefore the 
law did not apply to such clubs. The de- 
fense was overruled and Gelpi was fined 
$300. He took the case to the supreme 
court and that body with one dissenting 
opinion affirmed the judgment of the lower 
court. The decision causes consternation 
among the various social clubs here. 


HE WAS HARD TO KILL. 


Grissett Fought Until He Received 
Eleven Bullets. | 

Bristol, Fla., February 24.—M: F. Gris- 
sett was killed at the logging camp of Cov- 
ington, Cox & Co. Grissett was a desper- 
ado and went to the camp to clean it out. 
He opened fire, slightly wounding Messrs 
Covington and Cox. Meanwhile Henry Col- 
vin and W. R. Flowers, employes, pro- 
cured pistols and began firing at Grissett. 
After the exchange of several shots, by one 
of which Colvin was wounded, Grissett fell 
dead. Examination showed that he had 
been struck by eleven bullets.

His Reasons. 

Nashville, Tenn., February 24.—(Special.)— 
An intimate friend of Chancellor Thomas 
M. McConnell said tonight that that gen- 
tleman would not be a candidate for the 
democratic nomination for governor. His 
court sits every week in the year except 
one in January and one in July, and he 
would have to resign to make any contest 
for the nomination and under present con- 
ditions a republican would be elected to suc- 
ceed him, and, therefore, he would not run 
Judge W. H. Swiggart has already decided 
that he wculd not make a contest for the 
nomination, so that J. A. Harris, the pres- 
ent comptroller, is the only announced can- 
didate, and if he is beaten it will be by 
ex-Governor Robert L. Taylor, who has 
declared that he has no ambition to be gov- 
ernor again, but would accept the nomina- 
tion if tendered him.

GRAND JURY INVESTIGATING 


What the Governor Says in His Proc- 
lamation—A Railroad To Be For- 
feited—Alabama News. 


Montgomery, Ala., February 24.—(Spe- 
cial.)—One of the first acts of Governor 
Oates on his return from Philadelphia was 
to issue a proclanmration denouncing the re- 
cent lynching in this city in the most 
severe terms and offering a reward of $400 
each for the arrest and conviction of any 
person or persons engaged in it. In his 
proclamation Governor Oates uses these 
words: “To allow so foul a murder, even 
of such a criminal as Williams doubtless 
was, any where within the state, to go 
unwhipped of justice would indeed be 
shocking to all lovers of law and order; 
and to allow his murderers, who thus set 
the law at defiance within the capital city 


of the state, to remain undiscovered and 
to go unpunished is a reproach to our 
boasted civilization and a disgrace to our 
state.’’ In concluding his proclamation 
Governor Oates urges “the officers and citi- 
zens of the state to aid in the discovery, 
apprehension and conviction of the bynch- 
ers.”” The grand jury now in session is 
gving this matter a thorough investiga- 
tion and it is understood that several 
hundred witnerses have been summoned 
to give testimony in regard to this af- 


fair. 
To Forfeit a Railroad. 

Many years ago a charter was granted 
to certain parties to build a railroad from 
Selma, Ala., to some point on the line of 
what is now the Mobile and Montgomery 
railway, and a contpany was organized 
known as the Selma and Gulf Railroad 
Company. Censtruction was begun at both 
ends and from the northern end the road 
was completed to Pine Apple, in Wilcox

county, while from the southern end it 
was completed to Repton, in Monroe coun- 
ty, from a connection with the Mobile and 
Montgomery at Flomaton, in Escambia 
county, near the Florida state line. The 
road finally passed into the hands of the 
Louisville and Nashville and for the past 
twenty years it has been in this condéi- 
tion, operated at either end, but with a 
gap of about thirty miles uncompleted 
between Pine Apple and Repton. The pro- 
jected line runs through the little town of 
Monroeville and would open up a large area 
of Monroe county now cut off from rail 
connection with the outer world, and of 
course the people of that section have been 
very anxious to have the gap between 
Pine Apple and Repton completed. Dur- 
ing the session of the Alabama legislature 
of 1892-93 the representative from Monroe 
county secured the passage of an act re- 
quiring the owners of the load to build 
the gap from Pine Apple to ‘Repton within 
two years, and providing that if such 
owners faiicu or refused to build the road 
within that time they should not only for- 
feit the charter with all its rights and 
privileges, but would forfeit to the state 
of Alabama the road itself. The time al- 
lowed for the completion of the road has 
passed and no move has been made to 
comply with the provisions of the law. 
The matter has been called to the atten- 
tion of Attorney General Fitts and he has 
instituted -;quo warranto proceedings 
against the Louisville and Nashville road 
to vacate the charter as provided for in the 
act of 1892-93. .The action was begun by 
filing a petition befere Circuit Judge Tyson.

Lighting St. Andrew’s Bay. 

The national government is now engaged 
in making an examination of the entrance 
to St. Andrews bay, on west Florida coast, 
with a view of making additions to the 
light service. The steamer Transit is now 
at work making the survey and it is be- 
lieved that the officers in commrand will 
recommended a new series of range lights 
from the gulf into the harbor. This is a 
much needed improvement and if done will 
greatly facilitate the shipping facilities at 
St. Andrews bay. 

Strike Among Sailors. 

There is a strike on among the sailors 
in the port of Mobile, Ala., and a number 
of ships are laid up there now awaiting 
crews. It is believed that the strike will 
spread te all the gulf ports. The strike is 
for an increase of pay. 

After Four Years. 

Four years ago Ed Elmore, a desperate 
character at that time in the Henry coun- 
ty jail, at Abbeville, Ala., broke jail and 
has ever since been at large. He made 
himself a terror to the people of the com- 
munity in which he lived for these four 
years, stealing and burning and depredat- 
ing generally: He was bold in his de- 
fiance of arrest and has piled up many 
crimes upon that which he was jailed for 
at the tinmre of his escape. The- governor 
has been notified that he has been arrest- 
ed and is now in jail at Abbeville, where 
the. utmost precaution will be taken to 
see that he does not escape again. 


Double Hanging Booked. 


Union Springs, the county seat of Bul- 
lock county, will be the scene of a double 
hanging on the 4th day of April next. 
Charlie Burton and Jordan Brown, two 
negroes convicted of murder will funish 
the necks to be stretched on this occasion. 
In fixing the time of the hanging the court 
passed over Friday, the usual day for 
executions, and the ‘‘pearly gates’’ will be 
opened to this pair of murderers on Satur- 


day. 
McKinley Men at Work. 

The McKinley republicans are at work 
in dead earnest to capture as big a slice 
of Alabama’s delegation as possible. The 
leaders here have rented a suite of rooms 
opposite the postoffice, and they will from 
this time on keep open house to the Mc- 
Kinley brother and distribufe the good 
news as it is gathered from the balance of 
the state. Of course it takes money to do 
this, but the backers of Ohio’s governor 
are seeing to it that the friends of Mr. 
McKinley are not short of funds. So far 
in the campaign McKinley has been pretty 
luck in the preliminary skirmishes. The 
latest encouraging news to his friends 
comes fronr Barbour county, where the 
county convention indorsed for delegate 
to the national convention from the third 
district a strong McKinley supporter, in the 
person of John Harmon, a negro, who 
formerly lived in this city, but is now a 
citizen of Barbour. When John lived here 
he was a politician and an officeholder, 
having a good job as a. letter carrier, but 
Postmaster Screws managed to give Har- 
mon the marble heart and John took to 
preaching and located in the third dis- 
trict, hs first home being in Henry county, 
and after fixing himself solid with the 
colored brother there,’ he moved to Bar- 
bour,'and when it came to an indorsement 
Harmon beat out a lifelong Barbour coun- 
ty darky with the greatest ease. It was 
proven that the Barbour county darky had, 
in 1892, voted for Governor Jones, in his 
race against Kolb, and that cooked his 
convention goose. Harmon has the in- 
dorsement of Barbour and Henry, and 
stands well in the other counties, and the 
McKinley managers feel sure that he is 
a winner.

SUPREME COURT INTERFERES. 


Vandals Who Destroyed Trees, Releas- 
ed After Short Imprisonment. 
New Orleans, February 2%4.—One night 
some time ago, three hoodlums entered 
Annunciation Square, one of the lovelist 
parks in the city, and ruined a large num- 
ber of shade trees and broke up many of 
the benches, the pieces of which they 
threw in the fountains. A wave of in- 
dignation swept over the city when the 
vandalism was announced next morning. 
The hoodlums were arrested and tried be- 
fore Judge Whitaker, recorder of the first 
district. Judge Whitaker fined them for 
each bench and tree broken. There were 
seventy-two counts in all and the vandals 
were sentenced to pay a fine of’ $10 on 
each or in default of payment to impris- 
onment in the parish prison for thirty days 
on each, makfng a total fine of $720, or 
imprisonment for nearly six years. Pub- 
lic opinion unanimously indorsed the sen- 

tence as just. 

The prisoners’ lawyer took the case to 
the supreme court and that body today de- 
cided the recorder’s sentence is an unusual 
and unreasonable punishment in tne sense 
of the constitution and ordered tne release 
of the hoodlums. 


SALE OF ELECTRIC RAILWAY. 


Property Bid in by Mortgage Boni- 
holders. 

Chattanooga, Tenn., February 24.—(Spe- 
cial.)\—The Chattanooga Electric railway 
was sold at 2 o’clock at the courthouse 
yesterday afternoon by Master Comptroiler 
H. O. Wing. The property was bid in by 
Captain C. A. Lyler for $28,000. Captain 
Lyler represented the second mortgage 
bendholders who entered into an agree- 
ment nfade yesterday moring to purchase 
the. property. The purchasers assume the 
mortgage entailed by the issue of $550,000 
of first mortgage bonds, so the road prac- 
tically brought $578,000. The $650,000 issue of 
second mortgage bonds is wiped out. The 
$28,000 represents a floating indebtedness 
that has to be paid in cask, hence the bid 
at that amount,

sale a reorganization will be effected, a 
new company organized with a capital of 
$350,000 and bonds to the same amount is- 
sued. Holders of second mortgage bonds 
will receive stock in proportion to their 
holdings.

HOSPITAL DOCTORS MEET 


The Medical Board Discussed the Iso- 
lation Ward and Other Matters 
at a Meeting Last Night. 


-_—_— 


At a meeting of the medical board of the 
Grady hospital last night Dr. W. 8. Elkin 
was unanimously elected president of the 
board. He succeeds Dr. W. S. Armstrong, 
deceased. 

Dr. Harding was @lected vice president to 
succeed Dr, Elkin. 

Dr. Elkin was vice president of the board 
during the time Dr. Armstrong was presi- 
dent. He presided over the meeting last 
night. 

Dr. J. EB. Earnest is secretary of the 
board. The board discussed a number of 
matters relative to the welfare of the hospi- 
tal. The most important subjects up for 
consideration were those of the selection 
of a site and the plans for the proposed iso- 
lation ward and the ambulance stable. 

The plans for ‘the new ward drawn by 
the architect at the direction of the medical 
board indicate that when erected the ward 
will be all that is desired by the hospital 
authorities. With a few slight changes yet 
to be made the plans made by Architect 
Norman will be approved and the work of 
building the ward will begin at once. 

The isolation ward will be built on the 
corner of the hospital lot at Pratt and 
college streets, directly in the rear of the 
main building. The location is a splendid 
one, and when finished the ward will be 
a valuable addition to the institution, It is 
to cost $5,000, the amount set aside by the 
city council. 

The ambulance quarters and stable will 
be erected near the negro ward portion 
of the building on Jenkins stréet. It will 
face that street and be made a suitable 
building for the purpose, The stable will 
be erected at a cost of about $500. The am- 
bulance and horses are now kept at the 
police station, causing great delay in cases 
when the ambulance is called. The ambu- 
lance driver is now required to drive from 
the police station to the hospital after a 
staff surgeon before going after a patient, 
and from ten to fifteen minutes is lost each 
time the ambulance is needed, sometimes 
endangering the life of injured patients 
hurt in aécidents. 

The board took no action relating to the 
death of Dr. Armstrong. His successor will 
be elected by the trustees of the institu- 
tion some time soon, perhaps. The names 
of those mentioned: for a place on the medi- 
cal board are proposed to the trustees and 
when the list is completed it is sent to the 
medical board. If there are any on the list | 
who do not meet the approval of the medi- 
cal board that body so reports to the 
trustees, erasing the name of the objection- 
able man. The trustees then elect from the 
amended list unless from some reason it 
sees fit to elect another person. 

Dr. Elkin has been connected with the 
hospital medical board since the establish- 
ment of the institution and his accession 
to the presidency will be received with sat- 
isfaction by all. He is thoroughly acquaint- 
ed with the details of the hospital work, 
and his administration in the office of pres- 
ident of the board is sure to be a success- 
ful one.

LOOKING TO NAVAL INCREASE. 


House cf Commons Wants To Build 
Ships with the Surplus. 

London, February 24.—In the house of 
commons today Mr. Sydney Gedge, conser- 
vative member for Walsall, asked Sir 
Michael Hicks-Beach, chancellor of the 
exchequer, that in view of the high price 
of consols and the interlded heavy ex- 
penditures on the navy the government im- 
mediately bring in a bill enabling the ex- 
pected large surplus in the budget to be 
used for naval purposes instead of ap- 
plying it to the reduction of the national 
debt by the purchase of consols. 

Sir Michael Hicks-Beach said he was 
unable as yet to state the intentions of 
the government in regard to the dispo- 
sition of the surplus. 

The house then debated the proposal of 
A. J. Balfour, first lord of the treasury and 
government in the house, to alter the pro- 
cedure so that Fridays, hitherto devoted to 
the discussion of private ‘members’ bills, 
should be henceforth devoted to the discus- 
sion of the government estimates, which 
discussion must be completed in twenty 
Fridays. This proposed alteration which 
involves a time limit is based on the meth- 
od suggested some years ago by Mr. Jo- 
seph Chamberlain, in an article in The 
Nineteenth Century, entitled: “Shall We 
Americanize Our Institutions?’

Quite a large number of residence lots 
are being soid and during the spring a 
number of five and six-room cottages are 
to be built in various parts of the city.

There is on foot another movement to 
organize a compress and warehouse com- 
pany on the other side of the city, and 
this movement on the part of the cotton 
factors is intended to checkmate that 
movement and make it unnecessary. 

It is rumored here that the Inmans in 
Atlanta are backing the new compress 
company which the factors have united to 
forestall, as its suecess would be a blow 
to the cotton factorage business in Au- 
gusta. 


TWO CHILDREN BURNED. 


Their Mcther Left Them Alone in the 
House. 

LaGrange, Ga., February 24.—(Special.)— 
Two negro children were burned to death 
Saturday out near Mountville, in this coun- 
ty, on Mr. I. T..Woodward’s plantation. It 
seems that the children’s mother cooks for 
Mrs. Bradfield, and had gone from her 
cabin, leaving the children—one about six or 
seven years old, the other about eight 
months’ old—alone, and it is supposed that 
while they were around the fire their cloth- 
ing caught and set the house on fire. Mr. 
Joe Bradfield and Mr. Cox discovered that 
the cabin was on fire and ran to it and 
broke the door down and rescued the chil- 
dren, but they were so badly burned they 
died in a few minutes.

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ANOTHER MEETING | ATLANTA’S NEW HOME 


To Be Hold by the Republicans of | The Special Committee on City Hall 


Floyd County. 


THE DISGRUNTLED TO MEET 


Zach Hargrove Will Try and Set Aside 
the Action of Last Saturday’s 
Meeting. 


Rome, Ga., February 24.—(Special.)—The 
republicans are getting ready for another 
grand pow-wow Saturday next, and the 
disgruntled ones will make it exceedingly 
warm fér those who have so far taken 
the lead. 

Saturday, Bartow Carter, white, of Polk 
county, and Matt Parker, colored, of Floyd 
county, had it all pretty much their own 
way and the delegates which were ap- 
pointed by that convention do not suit the 
other leaders at all. 

So Colonel Zack Hargrove, ex-postmas- 
ter; W. G. Lewis and Henry Ober, his 
colored coadjutors, are fixing to call an- 
other meeting for Saturday, February 29th, 
to set aside the action of the former meet- 
ing and appoint a new set of delegates. 

This is going to precipitate in a row in 
the republican camp and will cause a divis- 
ion among the members of the party here, 
and possibly all over the district. 

Some of the local leaders, associated with 
Matt Parker, charge that the objact of 
the Lewis and Hargrove faction is to boost 
the interests of Tom Reed and to secure 4 
Reed delegation from thig district; but the 
Lewis crowd claim that they, too, are for 
McKinley, but that they are opposed to 
the personnel of the delegation as not rep- 
resenting the republican sentiment of the 
seventh district. 

One fact is apparent to the most casual 
observer, and that is that Parker, Dent 
and the younger colored element are going 
to take the matter in their own hands and 
are going to brook small interference from 
the white political bosses who have hereto- 
fore ruled the roost in this county, 

A Fearful Fall. 

This morning Bob Nashburn, an employe 
of the Chattanooga, Rome and Columbus 
railroad, met with a terrible accident near 
this city. He was with a gang of hands 
on a work train, and when the train reach- 
ed the high trestle across the Coosa river 
bottom he started to alight from the flat 
car on which he was riding. 

He missed his footing and fell from the 
trestle, a distance of thirty feet, striking 
the ground with such force as to crush 
the bohes of his thigh and to render him 
unconscious. He was taken up and car- 
ried to the Rome railroad depot, where an 
investigation revealed the fact that he 
had sustained a compound fracture of the 
thigh and that he was probably injured in- 
ternally. 

He is a white man and has a wife and 
two children at Chickamauga. He was 
carried to the Battey infirmary, where. he 
was resting quietly at a late hour. 


For e Federal Prison. 


The Rome board of trade has drawn up 
@ strong petition to Judge John W. Mad- 
dox, congressman from the seventh dis- 
trict, memorializing him to use his best 
efforts and influence to secure the location 
of a branch of the federal penitentiary in 
the south. 

The petition is on the line of the edito- 
rial which recently appeared in The Con- 
stitution, showing that a man sent from 
the south to a federal prison located in the 
— or west, is likely to die or to be dis- 

bled for life on account of the rigor of the 
climate. 

The petition also sets forth in the 
strongest terms the adaptability of Rome 
as a. proper site for the prison in case 
congress decides to locate one in this sec- 
tion. 

An Enjoyable Evening. 

The meeting of the Lanier circle at the 
residence of Dr. Eben Hillyer, this evening, 
was one of the most enjoyable in the his- 
tory of the organization.

Dr. Battle’s paper, “The Philosopher of 
Greece,’” Wag another very ably written 
paper and was listened to with profound 
interest by the large audience.

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Will Meet Today. 
TWO PLANS HAVE BEEN MADE 


One Is b; the Venable Brothers for a 
Ten Years’ Lease and Another 
for a Purchase. : 


The special committee appointed by May- 
or King to consider Mr. Inman’s resolution 
relative to a contract with the Venable 
Bros. for space in the building they are 
contemplating erecting on the old capitol 
site, will meet this afternoon. 

A call for the meeting was issued last 
evening ty Mr. Inman, chairman, and ‘the 
hour was designated as 11 o’clock in the 


morning. 

But subsequent to the call contingencies 
arose which made it necessary to 
change the hour from 11 o’clock in the 
morning to 4 o’clock in the afternoon, and 
the meeting will take place at that hour. 
Two of the parties interested—one a mem- 
ber of the special committee and one rep- 
resenting the Messrs. Venable—have 
engagements for the morning hours previ- 
ously made, which will inconvenience them 
greatly to attend a morning meeting. 

Of this, however, nothing was Known till 
after Mr. Inman had issued his call. Later 
in the day Mr. Inman stated that he had 
Issued instructions for a change And that 
he hoped all interested would receive it in 
time to be apprised. 

Nevertheless Mr. Inman will be at the 
city hall this morning to meet -those who 
may come and arrange for the afternoon 
meeting. 

Since the appointment of the special ccm- 
mittee, composed of Mr. Inman, chairman; 
Mr. Woodward and Mr. Thomas, there has 
been but one meeting and only one con- 
ference with the Messrs Venable. Some 
weeks ago the Messrs. Venable made, not 
in an official manner, a proposition to the 
council to lease them all the space Atlanta 
might want in the building they are soon 
to erect on Marietta and Forsyth streets. 
Mr. Inman took the matter under advise- 
ment and at the first regular meeting of the 
general council presented a resolution call- 
ing for the appointment of a special com- 
mittee of three to look into the plan of a 
contract with the gentlemen. 

Mr. Inman, Mr. Woodward and Mr. Thom- 
as, the members of the committee named by 
the mayor after the adoption of the resolu- 
tion, had one conference with the Messrs. 
Venable, during which figures were made 
and terms and plans were suggested and 
discussed. informally, becattse the commit- 
tee did not know what the city really 
wanted. At a joint meeting of committees 
subsequently held the result of the confer- 
ence vas made known and was unofficially 
ratified. Soon after that time Mr. 
Ww. H. Venable, the gentleman 
with whom the committee had con- 
conferred left Atlanta fcr New Orleans 
where he has since been. During Mr. Ven- 
able’s absence nothing has been done, az it 
Was with him the committee had been 
talking. 

But yesterday morning, Mr. Inman, chair- 
man of the special committee, received a 
communication from Mr, Sam Venable, who 
has been™in the ay all along. That com- 
munication was relative to the projected 
lease of apartments in the new Venable 
building for the city and contained two 
propositions. It was a paper which at- 
tracted Mr. Inman’s attention sufficiently 
for him to think it his duty to call the 
committee together at once for a conside- 
ration of the matter. 

In his letter Mr. Sam Venable gave At- 
lanta an option on a ten-year lease at an 
annual rental named or an opportunity to 
acquire a valuable property at the end of 
ninety-nine years. 

Both plans are good and only the logical 
financiering of the members of the general 
council can solve the matter in deciding 
upon the acceptance of either or the re- 
jection of both. 

In this paper the Messrs. Venable as- 
sert that they will build and equip and 
lease the entire building to the city for a 
term of ninety-nine years at a net rent on 
the cost of the grounds and the construc- 
tion of the buildin of 514 per cent. 
Tiuey will give the city the right to 
take up, after five years, the bonds they 
issue for the building or a part of the 
issue every year, as the treasury may 
allow, and when the outstanding bonds are 
liquidated the city shall own the building. 
The work is to be done under the supervis- 
ion of the general council or a committee 
of that body and a committee of citizens, 
if the general council thinks that necessary 
and will be of Stone Mountain granite. 
The papers express a willingness to have 
the value of the grounds fixed by apprais- 
ers in the usual way. 

Mr. Venable’s other proposition gives the 
city the necessary space for all the offices 
the city’s uses may require by an estimate 
to be made by the city engineer for $12,000 
a year, for a term of ten years, with 
an option of renewal. 

Immediately: after receiving the papers 
from Mr. Venable, Mr. Inman caused to 
be issued a call for the special committee 
today. When asked what he thought of 
the two plans, he answered: 

“Of course I have my own views, but as 
the committee and not myself will make the 
recommendation I do not care to discuss 
the matter. I will say what I have to say 
before the committee. 

“When I had the call for the meeting 
made [ named 11 o’clock as the hour,” re. 
sumed Mr. Inman, ‘‘but since that time 
I have learned that hour will be inconven- 
ient to some and have changed it to 4 
o'clock. Still T'll be in the mayor’s office 
at 11 o’cloek in the morning and if there

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' Give the People a Chance. 

We have already commented on and 
indorsed The Macon Telegraph's approv- 
al of the suggestion that, if there is to 
be one state convention, all the primary 
elections should be consolidated and 
be made to fall on one day, so that the 
people of the whole state might dispose 
of their preliminary political business 


‘with the least possible loss of time. 


The Constitution has frequently made 
this suggestion. It is not only absurd 
but costly in the matter of time and 
money for the people to attend four or 
five or nine or ten primary elections and 
conventions when the whole business 
might be consolidated and disposed of 
at once. 

The reasons why all the primaries 
should be consolidated are as weighty 
as the reasons why we should hold but 
one convention this year. For the most, 


' part the same arguments apply to both. 


To consolidate all the primaries in one 
would insure the most active interest 
on the part of the voters. Those that 
were lukewarm would be stirred into 
activity by their friends, and the re- 
sult would be an outpouring of the peo- 
ple on the day set apart. This result 


alone would justify the consolidation of 


‘the primaries, for it would be the means 


of consolidating and strengthening the 
party and would insure harmonious and 
mnited action on the part of the people. 

Moreover, followed by one convention 
the consolidation of the primaries 
would put an end to, or prevent, a vast 
amount of unnecessary political agita- 
tion, calculated, in some degree, to have 
a disturbing influence on business. It 


-{s a well known fact that a political year 


is not regarded as a good business year, 
and the only reason why this is so is 
because dozens of primaries and unnec- 
essary conventions give rise to agita- 
tion that might easily be avoided. The 
way to avoid it is to cut off the 
sources of agitation by combining them 
in one primary and one convention and 
thereby make an end of what usually 
disturbs the country for a twelvemonth. 
Ordinarily men cannot discuss political 
questions with any satisfaction and at- 
tend to their business at the same time. 
Consequently, when discussion is rife, 
as it is during a political year, the 
record shows that business has been 
neglected.

whether they are for one thing or 
another, it will be entirely sufficient for 
the honest purposes of any man or set 
of men to give the democratic voters of 
the state a fair opportunity to dispose of 
their political business in the quickest 
and most economical way, to settle their 
differences according to democratic 
methods and to unify and strengthen 
their party by enabling it to make dec- 
larations and nominate candidates that 
they can ratify and support. 

What matters it when the people have 
spoken, whether this or that element 
has secured an advantage? The main 
thing, after all, is whether the people 
themselves are satisfied, whether party 
unity and harmony are restored. 

After all that has been said on this 
subject we do not think that the state 
executive committee can have any dif- 
ficulty in arriving at a prompt and sat- 
isfactory conclusion in the matter. The 
main thing is, what do the people want? 
An answer to that question is to be 
found in the popular approval of the 
one-convention and one-primary propo- 
sition. Let there be one primary and 
ohne convention. 
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Booked for March. 

According to all accounts the big 
comet discovered by Professor Perrine, 
of Lick observatory, is rushing toward 
the earth at the rate of 1,600,000 miles 
a day. 

Another astronomer says that the 
comet will change its course about 
March Ist, and will not strike our lit- 
tle globe. ther experts, however, are 
confident that this interesting traveler 
will bump against us about March 14th. 

If the collision occurs what will be 
the result? Professer Pickering, of 
Harvard, says that we are sure to col- 
lide with a comet some time, and it may 
be that this is the time, but he thinks 
not. He admits that he does not know 
what the result would be. He is quoted 
as saying: 

Professor Young’s opinion is that a comet 
is nothing but a ‘‘sand bank;”’ that is, it is 
a swarm of solid particles of unknown size 
and widely separate, say pinheads several 
hurdred feet apart, each carrying with it 
an envelope of gas, largely hydrocarbon, in 
which gaslight is produced, either by elec- 
trical discharges between the particles or 
by some other light, the evolving action due 
to the sun’s influence. This hypothesis de- 
rives its chief plausibility from the modern 
discovery of the close relationship between 
meteors and comets. * * * If this theory 
be true, everything depends on the size of 
the separate solid particles which form the 
main part of the comet’s mass. If they 
weigh tons the bombardment would be very 
serious, but if, as seems more likely, the 
particles are smaller than pin heads, the 


result would be simply a grand meteoric 
shower. 


March 14th is a date worth remember- 
ing. On that day we may be suffocated 
by gas, or utterly smashed, or treated 
to a grand meteoric shower ‘at night. 
Some scientists take the position that 
the earth would not suffer from such a 
collision, and they. say that we went 
through a comet's tail in 1881 without 
any unpleasant consequences, 

Still, it is a matter which no living 
man knows anything about. 
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As to the Platform. 

The Chicago platform, honestly inter- 
preted, as The Constitution has so often 
said, is a declaration in favor of the 
free coinage of silver. Dishonestly in- 
terpreted, as it has been by the emis- 
Saries of the money power, it amounts 
to nothing as a declaration. It has not 
only been ignored by the men who 
were elected to carry it into efect, but 
that part of the declaration which the 
money power most strenuously insisted 
upon—the maintenance of “parity,” and 
the “equal power of every dollar at all 
times in the markets and in the pay- 
ment of debts’—has been deliberately 
and intentionally ignored by those 
whom the people expected to see take 
some step in the direction of free coin- 
age. 

Mr. Cleveland was nominated and sup- 
ported by the eastern contingency on the 
understanding that he would do every- 
thing in his power to promote the ap- 
preciation of gold and to discredit silver. 
He was supported by the sopthern and 
western democrats on the solemn 
pledges of his friends that the platform 
on which he stood meant the free coin- 
age of silver. During the campaign 
nothing else was heard in the south 
and west except that the financial plank 
of the Chicago platform stood for the 
free coinage of silver. In his speeches 
in Georgia Secretary Smith -made no 
other contention. He déclared that the 
platform stood for the free coinage of 
silver, knowing well that any other in- 
terpretation would have lost the state 
and all the southern states to the demo- 
cratic party. 

But after the democratic voters of 
the country had elected Mr. Cleveland, 
with the understanding that he was in 
sympathy with the platform on which 
he stood, he not only repudiated the de- 
mand for free coinage, but ignored the 
modifications and mystifications insert- 
ed by those who represented the money 
power. He ignored the “parity” clause 
and the wonderful statement about the 
equal power of the dollar in the mar- 
kets. The very first act of his admin- 
istration was to discredit silver. He 
announced the day after his inaugura- 
tion that gold would be paid to the 
creditors of the government on demand. 
Silver was good enough for the em- 
ployes of the government and for some 
people, but the big bankers with their 
accumulation of greenbacks were in- 
formed that the gold in the people’s 
treasury was at their disposal. 

This policy of discrediting silver to! 
the end that gold might be made more 
valuable has borne its fruits. “Parity” 
is a thing of the past, and the dollars 
of gold and silver no longer have an 
equal purchasing power in the markets. 
Gold and greenbacks are at a premium 
in the markets—gold because the de- 
mand for it has made it more valuable, 
and greenbacks and treasury notes be- 
cause they are redeemable in gold at 
the treasury. : 

Under these circumstances it is hard- 
ly necessary to’ discuss now the ques- 
tion what the platform of 1892 meant.

ed in their platform. In the interest of 
the money power, even that part of the 
financial plank which was inserted by it 
for the purpose of giving a so-called 
“sound” money twang to fhe free coin- 
age clause, has been repudiated, There 
is no “parity” between gold and silver 
coins and they are not equal in the mar- 
ket, for gold is at a premium owing to 
the fact that silver has been discredited 
as debt-paying money. Mr. Cleveland 
has informed the country that silver 
coins are not good enough money with 
which to settle the debts of the gov- 
ernment. 

If there is anything clearer than 
another at the present time, it is the 
fact that the people who have hereto- 
fore given the democratic party its 
strength and power in this country are 
not in the humor to tolerate any further 
dodging or hedging on the financial 
question, which is altogether the most 
vital political issue that the voters have 
had before them since the declaration 
of independence. The national demo- 
cratic convention will be called upon 
either to declare for the free and inde- 
pendent coinage of silver or to declare 
for the single gold standard, and adopt 
the financial principles of the republi- 
cans. At the proper time the people 
who represent the democratic states 
will demand that the issue shall be 
made fairly and squarely one Way or 
the other. But they will have as little 
toleration for such deception as the 
agents @f the money power will again 
try to practice on them as they have 
for the single gold standard which has 
created such havoc with their pros- 
perity. 
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An Apostle of Bitterness. 

The Rey. Johnson Myers, of Chicago, 
flatters himself that there is no hon- 
sense about him. He is not misled by 
misplaced sympathy for sinners. On 
the contrary, he proposes to make him- 
self what his erring brethren call a 
holy terror. 

In a recent address Mr. Myers said: 

If 1 had $1,000 to distribute where it would 
do the most good, I would spend $990 for 
Bibles and tracts and ministers’ salaries, 
and $10 for bread. Sorrow is the result of 
sin, and people sin because they want to. 
Ninety-nine out of every 100 women who aré 
in disreputable houses are there not be- 
cause they have been driven there, but be- 
cuse they want to be there, and if you take 
them out they won't stay out. Some people 
fear the patrol wagon more than the Bible, 
and | say give them the patrol wagon. 

He declared that he had lost sym- 
pathy for most of the sorrow and povy- 
erty around him, as both were generally 
the result of sin. He excused his harsh- 
ness by saying that Christ did not plead 
with the money changers in the tem- 
ple, but seourged them thence. 

One of the brethren rebuked Mr. 
Myers for having a heart too hard to be 
pierced even by X rays. He made the 
point that when the reverend gentle- 
man referred to the temple incident he 
should not have forgotten that of the 
Magdalen. When he asserted that sor- 
row was the result of sin he should 
have recollected that sorrow is often the 
lot of the purest and best of mortals. 

If Mr. Myers sticks to his present 
opinions he will soon be regarded as an 
apostle of bitterness and blight, and he 
will haye to preach to empty houses. 
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This Needs Watching. 

Many of the leading New England cap- 
italists whose money is invested in the 
cotton mill industry view with alarm 
the rapid progress of cotton manufact- 
uring in the south. 

How to check the growth of the busi- 
ness down in Dixie is a problem which 
vexes the eastern mill men, but they 
still hope to solve it in their favor. 
Their first effort will be in the shape of 
legislation, and they will endeavor to 
induce congress to pass a labor law for 
the entire union, shortening the hours 
of work in every state where they ex. 
tend beyond eight hours. The Rome 
Tribune sees mischief in this movement 
-and says in a recent editorial: 

The latest example of the methods that 
are being adopted to circumvent the south 
in securing investments from abroad is 
contained in the resolutions adopted by the 
Massachusetts legislature, recommending 
to the federal congress the passage of a law 
recuiating the hours of labor in all the 
states in the union and making them uni- 


form. 

This is a direct blow at the south. Be- 
sides being unconstitutional it is a prepos- 
terous proposition that we, with our longer 
days and genial climate, should be forced 
to adopt the same rules as those in force in 
rigorous New England. The animus of the 


same labor troubles that are such 2 menace 
to northern manufacturers. 

Men who control the factories and work- 
ghops there know that at the south they 
are not handicapped with laws that inter- 
fere with the laborers and confine them to 
a certain number of hours a day. This 
makes the field still more inviting to them 
in the south. They are aware of the fact 
that they can control the labor here and 
that so far we have not been troubled with 
destructive strikes and labor agitations. 
The passage of such a national law would 
cripple our enterprises and we trust that 
our representatives in congress will sée to 
it that no such discriminating law be al- 
lowed to pass. Let each state look after 
its own labor questions. 

What the laboring people of the south 
want is not shorter hours af labor, but 
more factories where they can obtain steady 
employment, knowing that work and-plenty 
of it is the salvation of every country and 
every people. 

Our contemporary is_ right in pro- 
nouncing a national law on the subject 
unconstitutional. It would directly in- 
terfere with the rights of the states. 
Laws regulating wages and the prices 
of products would not be more unrea- 
sonable than such a statute. 

If national legislation is_ not secured 
the next effort will be an attempt to 
force the issue in the southern legis- 
latures. If they can persuade the states 
to take the maiter in hand and pass 
short hour laws they will be satisfied. 

At present the south is an inviting 
field for the capitalists who desire to 
engage in manufacturing. In addition to 
cheap raw material, fuel and water 
power, we have hosts of laborers who 
are contented and peaceful, and in this 
| mild climate they do not object to put- 
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draw capital and enterprise here, 
the eastern mill owners are trying to 
counteract the drift of things. They 
cannot make our climate and other nat- 
ural advantages less favorable, and their 
only hope is to stir up the labor ques- 
tion among us, and injure our factories 
by shortening the hours of work. 

What the toilers of the south want 
is not shorter hours, but longer purses, 
and more factories to give them con- 
stant employment. They can work 
longer hours than the New Englanders 
because our climate is never too cold or 
too hot. 

This movement to cripple our cotton 
mills is backed by the Massachusetts | 
legislature, which recently sent a2 memo- 
rial on the subject to congress, and it 
is worthy of note that it is championed 
by Congressman Barrett, whose cranky 
antics have lately given him so much 
notoriety. Southern congressmen and 
state legislatures should watch this 
scheme vigilantly, and be prepared to 
fight it whenever it is pushed to the 
front. 
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No Excuse for It. 

In New York last Saturday at the 
armory of the First regiment a crowd of 
interested spectators watched the drill 
of the “Baptist Boys’ Brigade.” 

There were 2,000 boys in the drill, 
armed with rifles, and keeping step to the 
music of fife and drum. The boys be- 
longed to every rank of society, and 
their only bond of union was the fact 
that they were Baptists. 

The brigade was commanded by Gen- 
eral A. C. Kenyon, who with his staff 
officers wore the regulation uniform. On 
ordinary oceasions the general is a 
pleasant faced Sunday school teacher, 
but during the drill he looked as fierce 
as a Spanish captain general. The 
Herald says of the affhir: 

The day began with the singing of the 
doxology, and then the Rev. Dr. Faunce 
prayed and the B. B. B. choir, composed of 
very sweet voices, chosen from the army, 
sanz a song in national praise. Miss Sum- 
mer sang the “Star Spangled Banner,” and 
a.ter the review there was a series of com- 
petitive drills. 

The big audience was deeply interested in 
every movement, but it was not until a 
company of little fellows, none of them 
more than twelve years old, was ordered 
to charge across the big space that their 
enthusiasm found vent. They went at it 
as though their hearthstones and their fires 
were in serious danger, and they yelled as 
they charged in quite the proper spirit of 
bloodthirstiness to convince the small girls 
in the audience that they were all safe, no 
matter what may be the future outcome of 
the Venezuelan or the Cuban discussions. 

After the drills there was more singing, 
and Dr. MacArthur awarded the prizes to 
the winners of the drill awards. After that 
the wearied but still enthusiastic boys ate 
a bountiful supper in the armory and 
went to their homes filled to the brim with 
pie and patriotism. 

It strikes us that the Sunday school 
training of these boys will be to some 
extent discounted by their military edu- 
cation, When they play at soldiering 
they will naturally desire to be real sol- 
diers, and their heads will be filled with 

‘arlike notions. It is. quite likely that 
a majority of the brigade would vote 
for a foreign war, without caring whetb- 
er it was profitable or not. 

It is a bad. idea to band the members 
of any religious denomination together 
in armed companies, regiments and 
brigades.

One of the most remarkable characters 
at the capitol in Washington has been 
noticed only this session. He is a young 


| man, with a full beard, wearing a well- 


brushed suit of clothes, who spends weary 
hours every day walking up and down the 
corridors with hands folded behind his 
back, apparently in deep abstraction. He 
has three favorite places for his peregri- 
nations. After he has paced off the dis- 
tance of one some five or six hundred 
times he changes his base of operations 
and repeats the performance elsewhere for 
an hour or so, when he goes to the third 
place. He is seldom noticed to speak to 
any one, but when he does his face looks 
bright and intelligent. When he resumes 
his pacing it relapses into an expression 
of profound and serious study. No one 
seems to know who he is, and those who 
have watched his restless action have 
been baffled in their attempts to discover 
his business. 


The father of his country, the great 
George Washington, was killed by the 
doctors, according to a correspondent of 
The Cincimnati Commercial-Gazette.

TWO FACTIONS FAVOR HIM 


Reed Men Oppose Him for Delegate, 


but Support Him for Governor. 


“EASY BOSS” BUCK IS WELL PLEASED 


Outcome of District Convention Causes 
the Cclonel To Wear a Big Smile. 
What He Says. 


Will Major J. F. Hanson, of Macon, be 
put out by the republicans for governor? 

A strong solid phalanx of the colored 
voters in the fifth district favor him and 
his name has been mentioned in other sec- 
tions of the state in connection with the 
office of chief executive by the republicans. 

At the session of the district convention 
in this city last Saturday there was gen- 
eral discussion regarding the possible can- 
didate for gubernatorial honors and it was 
conceded that Major Hanson would be 


brought out at the state convention which 
assembles on April 7th. It has been posi- 
tively announced that there would be a 
state ticket. From his stand on the ros- 
trum at the county convention on Tuesday 
last Colonel A. E. Buck stated to the dele- 
gates that it was neccessary to get togeth- 
er, as a state ticket would certainly be put 
out. This precipitated general comment 
and an informal discussion of probable can- 
didates followed. 

Among the colored politicans in this dis- 
trict sentiment has crystalized in favor of 
Major Hanson and there is no doubt but 
that he will be their choice if he permits 
his name to be used. This sentiment rests 
not alone with the McKinley forces, but the 
Reed element is also in hearty sympathy 
with the movement, whereas they oppose 
Major Hanson for delegate for the state at 
large. 

During the last week or two a very vigor- 
our fight has been waged on the Macon 
manufacturer by those who are heading 
the movement in favor of Reed. Pledger, 
who champions and leads the claim of 
Reed in this state, is avowedly in opposi- 
tion to Major Hanson as delegate from the 
State at large. It is the purpose of the 
Reed forces, or rather the purpose of 
‘Colonel’ Pledger, to have his law partner, 
Johnson, named instead of Hanson as dele- 
gate at large. 

“This was a sudden change on the part 
of Pledger,’’ said one of the McKinley men 
yesterday. “He was the first man to bring 
out Hanson and one of the first to desert 
him. It was at the office of Colonel Buck 
that the name was first spoken of, I believe, 
and Pledger said that Hanson was just the 
man. Now he is using all nis influence 
against him. He wishes Johnson named, 
but that will never be. 

‘‘Major Hanson is a strong man. He will 
accomplish for the party what no other 
man can if sent to St. Louis. That will 
show just what we are doing down here in 
the south to send the major there. It shows 
that we havea party. I believe that Major 
Hanson will also be named as the candidate 
for governor. He will make a strong race, 
for he has a large following.’”’ 

In the meantime the hght on Major Han- 
son as state delegate is being fiercely 
fought. °* 

‘“‘Easy Boss’? Well Pleased. 

“Easy Boss” Buck tilted back in his of- 
fice chgir yesterdiy afternoon, where he 
sat almost smothered with republican lit- 
erature. He wore a voluminous smile. He 
is well pleased. T.i:e outcome of the dis- 
trict convention was a great play for Colo- 
nel buck. 

“T am satisfied with the condition of af- 
fairs in this state,”’ he said, ‘‘l feel that 
the south is solid for McKinley. The peo- 
ple want him. I care to say nothing more 
about politics now.’’ 

Colonel Buck is resting easy after the 
victory of Saturday. For quite a while he 
has not been well, but the outcome of the 
convention .as proven an antidote and he 
is almoct as healthy as ever. It is said that 
the ‘‘easy boss’’ is manipulating his wires 
for the state campaign and will have things 
all in order by the time the convention is 
called. 

Colonel Buck has entered into the cam- 
paign with unfliching energy. His head- 
quarters in the Grant building are constant- 
ly crowded and he has very little time for 
anything else but politics.

KIND WORDS FOR MORTON. 


Mr. James Swann Says Morton Would 
Be an Ideal President. 

Mr. James Swann, of the firm of Inman, 
Swann & Co., of New York,and president of 
the Atlanta National bank, is in the city, 
having reached here Saturday evening. 
Mr. Swann is a frequent visitor to Atlanta, 
his business as president of Atlanta's 
largest bank dividing his attention between 
his important interests in New York and 
those here. 

In a conversation yesterday Mr. Swann 
was asked about the presidential candidacy 
of Governor Morton, of New York, of 
which he said: 

“T am not of the same party faith with 
Mr. Morton, but I am one of his greatest 
adr irers, and there are several conditions 
under 1 hich I would unhesitatingly cast my 
vote for him if he were nominated. I believe 
he is one of the purest men in public life 
in this country, and that in all affairs in 
which he.is interested he is prudent, con- 
pervative, thoughtful and painstaking. Such 
was his record as vice president of the 
United States and such has been his record 
as governor of the state of New York. He 
has made one of the best governors New 
York has ever had, and his splendid ad- 
ministration has brought him conspicuously 
to the front in connection with the re- 
publican presidential nomination. All this 
abuse of Piatt in connection with the talk 
of Mr. Morton’s name for president is un- 
just and unfounded. In the first place, even 
if Mr. Platt were so inclined he could not 
move Mr. Morton an inch in any matter 
which did not have the approval of the 
latter’s conviction. The man who says that 
Mr. Morton can be used by anybody for 
anything proves conclusively that he does 
not know the character of the man. Mr. 
Platt is for Morton for pres'dent simply 
because he knows that if nominated Mor- 
ton will make the strongest leader for the 
republicans.”’

I have known the governor 
intimately for years, having been thrown 
in contact with him ever since I located in 
New York after the war, and, speaking as

New York, February 24.—Early prices 
were 4 to 6 points higher, owing to a good 
demand and higher “market in Liverpool, 
favorable Manchester advances, steady 
rise of silver, light receipts and covering of 
shorts, but later on all the early improve- 
ment was lost and a decline of 2 to 4 
points owing largely to a rumor that the 
colored goods of Bliss, Fabyan & Co. 
would begin to run on half time next week. 
This caused a good deal of long liquida- 
tion and encouraged room operators who, 
as a rule,; were aiready short, to make 
further sales. The rumor in regard to 
hah time was denied, but nevertheless, the 
market closed at a decline on the day of 
about 10 points. The closing, however, was 
quiet and steady; sales 193,300 bales. Liver- 
pool was also irregular, and it was active 
on the spot and firmer, though unchanged. 
Sales there on Saturday were 38,000 bales 
and today 12,000. Futures advanced there 
today 1 to 2 points on this crop, but they 
closed generally unchanged on this crop 
and 1 to 2 lower on the next, with the 
tone quiet but firm. New Orleans advanc- 
ed 8 to 10 points, but lost most of the im- 
provement. The southern spot markets 
were generally steady or firm at unchanged 
prices, but there was a good demand at 
New Orleans. A New Orleans dispatch 
Says: “Spot .saleshere are larger than re- 
ported; and demand was active on Satur- 
day both for the continent and Liverpool. 
The Red river line has withdrawn one of 
its boats on account of no business.’’ The 
advance in silver and rupee paper should 
stimulate the market. Wednesday will be 
notice day. Exports from the ports were 
16,500 bales according to the figures thus 
far received. The Bombay receipts for the 
half week were 34,000, against 45,000 on the 
same day last year. In Manchester varns 
were firmer and cloths steady. Port re- 
cepts were 18,387 bales, against 22,420 last 
week, 29,394 last year and 11,849 in 1834. 
Thus far this week they are 31,564, against 
40,660 last week. New Orleans exports to- 
morrow 5,500 to 6,500, against 12,000 last 
week, 12,178 last year and 7,581 in 18M.

New York, February 24.—The g tuat on 
in the market jis certainly an interesting 
one and puzzles the most conservative 
operators. Liverpool continues to fear a 
possibie corner in the. summer positions 
and is advising Manchester to secure her 
supplies now under the penalty of having 
to pay much h gher prices before the sea- 
son is over, and points to the statistical 
position as furnishing conclusive proof ,of 
the truth of her position; but despite all 
the arguments advanced she is unable to 
attract. speculation in her market to make 
the summer positions sell at a prem um 
over the immediate, and her merchants 
are facing a loss of from $1 to $2 per bale 
upon each and every bale she is carrying. 
On this side the absence of speculation is 
likewise apparent, but it is sufficient to 
establish a premium for cotton during the 
summer. Unlike Manchester, our spinners 
are working at unremunerative rates, with 
large stocks of goods on hand, offering 
at prices only slightly better than last 
year, while cotton is 2 cents a pound high- 
er. Thus admitting the statistical position, 
the merchants here are confronted with 
poor trade in American and the prospects 
of a large planting. while last season they 
were on the edge of a good trade and a 
decided reduction in acreage. Therefore, 
the situation is more puzzling than at any 
time this season A report was current 
during the afternoon that several of the 
eastern mills were expected to go on short 
time within the next ten days, because of 
their inabilify to sell their goods and as 
these reports were accompanied by selling 
orders from spinning brokers, the market 
closed quiet and steady at slightly lower 
prices than those of Friday last.

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[TALK OF A SCOOP] 


Report That the L. &N. Is After the 
Seaboard Air-Line. 


IT WOULD TAKE $2,000,000 


Perhaps It Is Some Other System 
Which Is Figuring, 


A QUIET CONFERENCE WAS HELD HERE 


According to Gossip, the Seaboard Is 
Slated To Become Part of a Great 
Transcontinental System. 


The report is being circulated in the 
north that the Louisville and Nashville 
is after the controlling interest in the Bea- 
board Air-Line. 

While there is no one in Atlanta to pro- 
nounce authoritatively for or against the 
report, it would not be surprising if it 
turned out to be partially correct. It 
would take $2,000,000 cash to turn the 
deal. The Seaboard securities are largely 
held ‘in Baltimore and Philadelphia. 

Some very significant things have oc- 
curred recently and that there is some- 
thing in the wind is certain. So far as 
can be learned here the*® Louisville and 
Nashville may or may not be in the deal. 
Two ‘well-known figures in the railroad 
‘world were in Atlanta last week. One of 
them has represented the Louisville and 
Nashville in times past and the other has 
represented one large interest in the Sea- 
board. That these two gentlemen were in 
conference here is pretty certain, but the 
nature of their interview was a secret. 
Several days ago a _ significant remark 
bearing on this very matter was made to 
a representative of The Constitution, but 
there was no tangible proof of anything 
about to happen. Unquestionably, how- 
ever, some figuring is going on. 

The authorities in the Seaboard and the 
Louisville and Nashville will deny that 
there is any deal on, and if there is one in 
progress it is not supposed that the man- 
agement of the Seaboard is in the deal. 
It might be, though, that the Tucker in- 
terest is concerned. And if negotiations 
happen to be in progress it does not neces- 
sarily follow that the Louisville and, 
Nashville is the probable purchaser. Other 
systems have figured on getting control 
of the Seaboard in the past. It is doubtful 
if those prominent in the Seaboard’s man- 
agement knew of some of the plans which 
were discussed looking to the system’s 
consolidation with other lines. There is 
talk now of the Santa Fe being involved 
in- the deal, but the Santa Fe has all that 
it can stagger under. The gossip about 
the Seaboard becoming a part of a system 
reaching to the Pacific coast and down to 
the City of Mexico hardly means the Santa 
Fe. It would be entirely feasible, how- 
ever, for the Seaboard and the Kansas 
City, Memphis and Birmingham to con- 
nect. The Seaboard’s friends control the 
Kast and West road from Cartersville to 
Pell City, Ala. From Pell City into Birm- 
ingham is only a few miles and there 
connection would be made with the Kan- 
sas City line. Nor would it be necessary 
for the Seaboard to build across from 
some point on its line to Cartersville. It 
has a contract with the Nashville, Chat- 
tanooga and St. Louis by which the use 
of the Western and Atlantic’s tracks is 
guaranteed to it from Atlanta to Chatta- 
nooga if desired. 

Some months ago it was reported that 
the Southern was trying to get control of 
the Seaboard. There are those, too, who 
think that the Southern and the Louisville 
and Nashville will some day be practically 
one system, for they are now financed by 
the same men. From that point of view 
the scoop of the Seaboard by the Louis- 
ville and Nashville would be a natural 
move if Milton Smith’s company cared to 
make it and could swing such a deal in 
these times. The alliance ‘between the 
Seaboard and the Nashville, Chattanooga 
Louis is exceedingly close and 
the Nashville, Chattanooga and St. Louis 
and the Louisville and Nashville are very 
near together. 

It will be well to keep an eye on the 
minority interest in the Seaboard. 

New Depot Started. 

Work on the Seaboard’s new depot was 
begun yesterday. Mr. Keily, the eontrac- 
tor, put probably fifty men at work 
grading. He has 70,000 cubic yards of earth 
to remove. It is to be hauled away by the 
Western and Atlantic, which furnishes the 
train for the earth. The Western and At- 
lantic will dump the earth on its new 
yards at the belt junction. 

The grading will run on until the sum- 
mer. The plans for the building have not 
been completed. They seem t@ be giving 
the engineer and the executive officers a 
great deal of study. There is some talk 
of the Seaboard providing large storage | 
space in the new depot. The Western and 
Atlantic railroad now controls the side- 
tracks leading to the great majority of 
the factories, the wholesale grocery stores 
and the storage warehouses. New stores 
will be erected near the Seaboard’s depot 
and that line and the Western and At- 
lantic expects to considerably increase 
the number of establishments which they 


serve exclusively. 


AFRAID IT WILL LOSE. 


The Knickerbocker Company Has a 
String Tied to Its Money. 

The full significance of the action of 
the Knickerbocker Trust Company, of 
‘New York, which it attempting to restrain 
Newman Erb and his associates from 
transferring their interest in the Marietta 
and North Georgia, is not exactly under- 
stood here. The amplicant for the. re- 
straining order claims to have furnished 
the money with which the first payment, 
$92,500, was made. Another payment is to 
be made next week. 

The Knickerbocker Trust Company al- 
leges that it fears that Mr. Erb and his 
associates will transfer the Marietta and 
North Georgia to the Atlanta, Knoxville 
and Northern Railway Company. The 
plaintiffs claim that they advanced the 
$92,500 on the representation by the Messrs. 
Erb, Post and the others that they c6n- 
stituted a reorganization committee of the 
property in question; that the property 
was bought in the name of the Car Trust 
Investment Company and that this con- 
cern. assigned its bid to the Atlanta, 
Knoxville and Northern Construction 
Company, which in turn proposes to trans- 
fer the same to the new company of that 


name. The’ Knickerbocker Trust Com- 
pany alleges that the defendants made-+ 
misrepresentations and they have fear 
that they will lose the money advanced. 
Neither the Car Trust Investment Com- 
pany nor the Construction Company has 
the right under its charter to own and 
operate railroads, hence the Atlanta, 
Knoxville and Northern Railroad Com- 
pany was formed and given the authority

Air-Line Earnings. 

The earnings of the Atlanta and Char- 
lotte Air-Line are considerably above last 
year’s figures. Under the terms of the 
old lease to the Richmond and Danville 
the lessees are required to pay 5 per cent 
a year on the stock as a minimum rental, 
6 per cent when the gross earnings ex- 
ceed, as is now the case, $1.500,000, and of 
7 per cent when they exceed $2,000,000. "This 
lease, while never formally assumed by 
the Southern Railway Company, is con- 
sidered to have been practically assumed, 
it having been subject to constructive 
ratification; all thought of modifying the 
rental as suggested at the time of the 
Richmond Terminal reorganization has, it 
is understood, been abandoned. For the 
nine months ending December 31, 1895, the 
company reports gross earnings of $1,3738,- 
477, eontrasting with $1,166,168 for the same 
period in 1894, while for the fiscial year 
ending March 31, 1884, gross earnings were 
$1,540,687, as against $1,549,313 tthe year 
previous. Dividends aggregating 6 per 
cent yearly have been paid regularly since 
September, 1890.

a -. yesterday morning Judge John L. Hopkins 

' + gmade the startling declaration that Geor- 
gia was the prisoner at the bar. 

The proceedings, he claimed, instead of 
putting the convict lésseeg on trial for 
failing to carry out the provisions of their 
contracts with the state had virtually the 
effect of arraigning the sovereign com- 
monwealth of Georgia before the bar of 
public opinion. 

“After seventeen years of experience un- 
der the lease act,” said Judge Hopkins, 
“during which time the various officers 
appointed by the state have made a thor- 
ough inspection of these camps from year 

' to year it looks as if the state of Georgia 
_ thas been remiss in the discharge of her 
. duty.” : 
__. Judge Hopkins further stated that noth- 
Ing in the evidence sustained the rash and 
reckless charges made against the convict 
lease system and that such a proceeding 
at this time was, in the highest degree, 
discouraging to immigration. Instead of 
’ proclaiming the marvelous resources of 
the state the effect of these proceedings 
Was to picture Georgia in a light most 
damaging to her good name and fatal to 
her prosperity. 

This presented the case in a different as- 
pect. Such, however, was the earnest and 
deliberate manner of the speaker that his 

- words carried with them profound weight 

- * and created something of a sensation. 
x The opening speech yesterday morning 
>». Was made by Judge W. C. Adamson, of

Judge Adamson thought it strange that 
some people should entertain the idea that 
this ‘nvestigation was held:simply for po- 
litical purpos®s. The convict lease system 
Was not on trial any more than it was at 
any other time and the sole purpose for 
which the proceedings were instituted was 
to hold parties responsible for violating 
their obligation. ‘‘The question before us,"’ 
said Judge Adamson, “is not whether or 
not the convict lease system should be 
abolished or some other system substituted 
in its stead, but whether or not the les- 
sees have carried out their contracts with

the state.”’ 

Judge Adamson refuted the charge made 
by Camp No. 1 to the effect that political 
motives had inspired the proceedings 
against the lessees as a decided proof of 
weakness in the defense of that camp. 
“Conscious of the fact,” said he, “ that 
wrongs have been committeed at that 
camp they would obscure the real issue by 
giving a political coloring to this case.” 

Judge Adamson then went on to enumer- 
ate the specific details in which, according 
to the allegations, the lesses had violated 
their contract with the state. Among 
these were brutal inhumanity, as illustrat- 
ed in the water punishment and the whip- 
ping strap, insufficient food and clothing, 
Sunday labor and other charges. He did 
not contend that prisoners should fare bet- 
ter than free and honest laborers, but held 
that even convicts should be treated with 
some consideration of humanity. 

Liability of Lessees. 

Judge Adamson argued at some length on 
the line that the lessees were liable to the 
state for all the short comings and misde- 
meanors of their agents. These agents were 
not appointed by the state, but by the 
lessees, and it was no defense for ,the 
lessees to claim that rules were posted up 
at the several camps. The issue before the 
court was not whether or not these rules 
were posted up, but whether or not these 
rules were enforced. 

“The mingling of the races at Mineola 
camp,’’ said Judge Adamson, “‘has not been 
explained, and this, in itself, is a violation 


, of the contract which exposes the lessees to 


condemnation and warrants a cancellation 
of the contract. The only explanation made 
by the lessees of that camp is that this 
condition of affairs existed for only a short 
time.’’ ’ 

Referring to the witresses who had testi- 
fied for the state Judge Adamson stated 
that both Smith and Murkland, the two 
convicts introduced, were men who were 
trusted by the camp officials,and the lessees 
could not well discredit their testimony. 

“The biblical declaration that cleanliness 
is next to godliness,’’ said Judge Adam- 
son, “Shas had no charm for the lessees in 
this case, and the fourth commandment has 
become obsolete so far as the lessees are 
foncerned.”’ In this connection Judge 
Adamson referred at some length to the 
blasphemows conduct of Captain Ed Cox 
and compared him to one cf the noted char- 
acters of the Bible who was -cursed of 
heaven. 
to profit by great examples.”’ 

Judge Adamson declared that the process 
of punishment known as ducking was not 
by any means the same as that at the pris- 
on in Ohio. “Captain Cox,’’ said he, “im- 
puted with dramatic indignation the charge 
of plagiarism, and declared that he himself 
was the author of this inhuman torture. 
The brutality of this method of punishment 
is shown by the statement of Captain Cox 
that he always had a prisoner examined 
by the- camp physician before the punish- 
ment was inflicted upon him.’”’ 

Each of the charges was discussed by 
Judge Adamson, who declared that all the 
rules, without exception, -had been disre- 
garded by the lessees. 

Discussing the character of the evidence 
introduced by the lessees Judge Adamson 
saw nothing strange in the readiness of 
witnesses on the other s‘de of the case to 
commend the performance of their own du- 
ties. He a. in this connection the fa- 
miliar lines of Robert Burns: 


“When self the wavering balance shakes 
"Tis rarely right adjusted.”’ 


Judge Adamson facetiously compared the 
camp at Rising Fawn to a vision of para- 
dise, and saw no reason, according to the 
testimony introduced by the defense why 
the Dade coal mines should not be looked 
upon as a “fair Elysium,” with Captain Ed 
Cox as the beautiful divinity in charge. 
The convicts at Dade coal mines didn’t 
have sense enough to Know that they. are 
happy. Touching upon the attitude of Mr. 
Julius L. Brown, the president of the 
Georgia Mining, Investment and Manufac- 
turing Company, toward the treatment of 
prisoners at the Dade coal mines, Judge 
Adamson characterized that gentleman as 
a “‘self-discovered statesman.” The salary 
of Mr. Brown as the executive head of the 
company was as great as the expense re- 
quired to feed the convicts. 

After further paying his respects to these 
camps Judge Adamson stated that the con- 
tract of Mr. Brown with the state of Geor- 
gia snould be instantly canceled. 

Judge Adamson closed his speech by ask- 
ing the court to pronounce judgment 
against the lessees. 

: Speech of Judge Hopkins. 

It was 11 o'clock when Judge Hopkins 
took the floor nd began to speak. There 
was some confusion at this juncture caus- 
ed by a general movement of chairs in the 
neighborhood of the speaker. After a few 
seconds order was restored. 

Judge Hopkins began his speech by re- 
ferring, in a brief historical introduction, 
to the convict lease system in Georgia. 

Reierring to the number of convicts in 
the penitentiary he said that the ratio was 
two thousand negroes to two hundred white 
p-_rsons. In this connection he explained 
the preponderance of negro over white con- 
victs. 

“The war,” he said, “emancipated the 
negro after generations of servitude. Dur- 
ing the days of slavery the negro was nev- 
er taught to curb his passions, and a sense 
of property ownership was foreign to his 
nature. Most of the crimes committed by 
the negro since the war have been due to 
these causes. Differing in these respects 
from the white man, he has, nevertheless, 
been put under the same law, and, being ill 
prepared for these restraints he has fre- 
quently been led into crime and error. I 
can say this for the negro, that no race of 
people within my knowledge has behaved 
better under the same conditions.”’ 

Discussing the lease system Judge Hop- 
kins stated that the purpose of the legis- 
lature in the beginning was to keep the 
prisoners of the state in one place and, if 
possible, to secure an island for this rur- 
pose. Amendments, however, were made 
to the bill authorizing the state to lease the 
convicts to one or more companies, and by 
virtue of these amendments the piesent 
complications had arisen. 

“Only a small number of these camps are 
made the subject of specific charges, and 
complaints,” said Judge Hopkins, “and 
yet the entire convict system of Georgia 
is arraigned before the world and the state 
of Georgia herself is put upon trial. When 
the fair name of Georgia is assailed [ am 
surprised to find my distinguished friend 
on the other side of this controversy.” 

Money for Georgia’s Schools. 

Judge Hopkins next proceeded in defense 
of the convict lease system to state that 
the sum of $500,000 had been paid into the 
gtate treasury by the lessees and that this 
sum df money had been devoted to the com- 
mon schools of Georgia, thus educating the 
children of the state. He deplored the pro- 
ceedings against the lessees,*as they were 
grounded upon no sufficient reasons and 
sought to injure the fair name of*Georgia, 
which. was dearer to him than any other 
interest involved in the proceedings. 

After these general observations Judge 
Hopkins proceeded to pay his respects to 
Dr. Bush, the principal physician of the 
penitentiary and one of the main witnesses 
for the p tion. He referred to the 
doctor’s testimony about the character of

| kins, “and comes into court with the state- 
ment that all that portion of the country 
was under water. I never heard of such a 
deluge since the one that Noah told us 
about.” (Laughter.) 

“Who would want to immigrate to such 
a state as this if Dr. Bush’s testimony is to 
be relied upon. He says that malaria 
abounds in south Georgia. I asked him 
what malaria was. The question was an- 
swered after some hesitation in a very 
round about way. He gave us the informa- 
tion that malaria existed wherever mos- 
quitoes were, pitting the explanation of 
this difficult question on the mosquitoes.’ 
(Laughter.) 

Judge Hopkins argued that, notwithstand- 
ing the fact that Toledo camp, in south 
Georgia, had been pronounced unhealthy 
by Dr. Bush, that only four convicts had 
ever died at that camp and none of these 
were due to local conditions. On the con- 
trary, Rising Fawn camp had been pro- 
nounced by Dr. Bush to be in perfect con- 
dition with regard to climate and sanita- 
tion, and yet several deaths had occurred 
among the convicts at that camp. 

Judge Hopkins next ridiculed the doctor 
for prescribing bathhouses for the negro 
convicts and declared that he was trying 
to spiritual.ze the negro by washing him. 
The doctor would find this a tiresome job. 
Judge Hopkins observed that the lunatic 
asylum was full of men who had gone 
crazy over their so-called hobbies, and that 
ah Bush had better not carry his hobby too 
ar. 

After disposing of these minor arguments 
Judge Hopkins went on to say that the 
convict lease system originated with the 
state of Georgia and not with the lessees 
and that if the system was nefarious the 
wrong was chargeable against the state of 
Georgia. 

Judge Hopkins closed his argument di- 
rectly after the noon recess of the court. 
He declared that if judgment was pro- 
nounced against the lessees that not only 
the officials of the state, but the state 
itself would be the victim of that con- 
demnation. His purpose was not simply to 
protect the interests of his client, but to 
defend the fair name of Georgia. 


Judge McWhorter’s Speech. 


Judge Hamilton McWhorter made the last 
speech yesterday afternoon. He began to 
speak at 3:30 o’clock. As a sound, convinc- 
ng and thorough legal argument, it was 
one of the best efforts of his life. Judge 
McWhorter spoke for the camps belong- 
ing to Colonel James M. Smith, only two 
of which were brought into the controversy. 
He confined himself chiefly to the legal as- 
pects of the case and for this reason no 
detailed account of the speech can be given. 

In a very few moments Judge McWhorter 
disposed of the téstimony affecting his 
camps, showing that one of the principal 
witnesses for the state was a convict sent 
to the penitentiary for the crime of per- 
jury and that his own witnesses were 
reliable and trustworthy men. Judge Mc- 
Whorter also argurd that the camps of 
Colonel Smith had always been regarded 
with favor by the state. ; 

The investigation will be resumed this 
morning.

POLICE WILL NOT MAKE AR- 
RESTS FOR THEM. 


Chief Connolly Has Instructed His Men 
To Attend to Their Duty and Let 
the Bailiffs Do the Same. 


‘ 


The justice court bailiffs of the county 

will have to perform their duty in the fu- 
ture withou@the assistance of the members 
of the police department. The time of the 
police will not be taken up in making ar- 
rests of persons wanted on trivial charges 
in the justice courts. 
» It avpears that in the past many war- 
rants sworn out against persons have 
been left at the police station for execu- 
tion by the officers of the police depa-t- 
ment. Persons charged with trivial of- 
fenses, such as cheating and swindling 
and other offenses of the kind invariably 
prosecuted in the justice courts wil! not 
be arrested by the police unless they are 
pointed out to the officers while performing 
their regular duty. 

In making arrests for the bailiffs the 
police have neglected their duty in patroll- 
ing their beats and Chief Connolly has de- 
termined that in future the time of the 
members of the force shall not be taken 
up in leaving their beats looking for per- 
sons wanted in the justice courts. The 
work of arresting persons charged with 
crimes tried in the justice courts, such as 
cheating and swindling and other offenses 
relating to the collection of debts or set- 
tlement of transactions, either by com- 
promise of prosecution, properly falls on 
the bailiffs of the court in which war- 
rants are sworn out, and in future the 
bailiffs will have to make their own ar- 
rests instead of depending on the police to 
do the work for them. 

Norman Didn’t Arrest. 

In considering the case of Patrolman 
Norman, who declined to arrest a negro 
pointed out to him last week, Chief Con- 
nolly reached the decision that too much 
of the time of his men has been taken up 
by their justice court work, and last night 
he issued a special order on’ the subject. 
A negro named Jackson, said to have been 
wanted in a justice court, was pointed out 
to Officer Norman by an attorney, who 
asked for the arrest of the negro. The 
officer did not consider it his duty to make 
the arrest and he declined to do so. 

The case was reported to Chief Connolly 
and he has had it under consideration 
since. Last night he decided that he would 
not suspend Officer Norman, but repri- 
mand him instead. In future the members 
of the force will be required to arrest per- 
sons when they are pointed out, the officer 
taking both the complainant and the person 
arrested to the police station. The parties 
will be turned over .to the captain in 
charge and if, in his judgment, the arrest- 
ed person should be held he will be locked 


Bailiffs Get the Money. 


The practice appears to have been that 
many warrants sworn out in the justice 
courts have been taken to tne police sta- 
tion immediately with the request that the 
police arrest parties wanted. The police 
contend that the bailiffs should make the 
arrests in such cases themselves ‘and in 
future the police will have nothing to ao 
with them except when a party is about 
to leave the city or wanted in extreme 
cases. The bailiffs have been getting a 
$2 arresting fee when the person arrested 
has been captured by the police. The f&&- 
lice therefore to the work and the bailiff 
gets the money. 


Chief Connolly’s Order. 


“The members of the police department 
are instructed that they will not be re- 
quired to neglect any of their duties in the 
enforcement of the ordinance of the city 
and the state laws, to execute warrants 
left at police headquarters by bailiffs of 
the justice courts. When a person is point- 
ed out to them as having committed a 
crime they will bring the accused and the 
accuser to the station house, as is req

Hard at Work. 
CRIMINAL DOCKET TOMORROW 


The Most Important Cases Are the 
Arson Cases Against Two Ne- 
groes—The Mason Case.

With a new judge and a new solicitor 
the DeKalb county superior court met 
yesterday, and the grand jury selected last 
term was sworn and went to work. 

Judge Candler called the docket and 
dismissed a number of cases in which there 
was no prosecution. He charged the jury 
in a dignified speech, He charged them, 
as Judge Clark always did, upon the sale of 
liqour in the county and the carrying of 
concealed weapons, He advised the ap- 
pointment of good road commissioners, 
whereby the roads of the county would be 
kept in good condition, DeKalb has many 
bad roads, but of late there has been a 
sentiment among the road commissioners 
to improve these bad places, and steps 
have been taken in that direction. At many 
places where South river is forded the 
reads sometimes become almost impas- 
sable. The’ people of the county are de- 
termined to do away with these bad fords 
and make good ones, 

After setting cases for yesterday and 
today, Judge Candler took up the case of 
the Guarantee Insurance Company, of 
New York, against J. Windsor Smith. 
Smith was formerly a messenger of the 
Southern Express Company, and as such 
he lost a package valued at about $200. His 
fidelity was insured in the Guarantee In- 
surance Company, and that company had 
to pay for the package. They sued Smith 
to recover the amount they paid, claiming 
that the package was either lost by care- 
lessness or by dishonesty. This case was 
submitted to the jury and a verdict was 
returned in favor of the insurance com- 
pany. 

Several cases were set for today and to- 
morrow the criminal docket will be taken 
up and numerous misdemeanor cases will 
be prosecuted. The first cases to come up 
on the criminal docket will be the cases ‘of 
arson against Charles Gordon and Betty 
Phillips. These are the most interesting 
criminal cases to come up. They are dif- 
ferent cases, 

Charles Gordon is the negro charged with 
burning the town of Stone Mountain a 
year ago. In this case Judge Candler is 
disqualified, he having caused the indict- 
ment before the last grand jury as solici- 
tor. Gordon will be tried by Judge Kim- 
sey. 

The Betty Phillips arson case is where 
Betty is charged with burning her own 
house at L.thonia so as to get the insur- 
ance money thereon. She will be tried to- 
morrow morning, When Solicitor Kimsey 
will do his first work ,in. prosecuting state 
cases ag solicitor. 

Solicitor K.imsey is now engaged in se- 
curing indictments before the grand jury.

The new judge has commenced the court 
in a business-like manner and is disposing 
of business right along. Yesterday, when 
he stepped on the stand to convene court, 
the sheriff had to quell a burst of applause. 
Judge Candler is very popular in DeKalb 
county. 

It is not known when Aud'tor Pace will 
make his report in the Mason investigation. 
Judge Candler is disqualified in this case 
and the present sitting of the court will not 
pass upon the report, although it will be 
submitted within a few days.

Though he wil! not put into immedi- 
ate use the information received, he has 
stated that many improvements will be 
made in the county farm and several much 
needed additions will be made. He is de- 
lighted with what he learned, and will 
in the near future ask for an appropriation 
from the commissioners. 

The trip which was taken by the com- 
mittee may mean a great deal more than 
was at first expected. It may mean that 
Fulton county will have an elegant and 
imposing courthouse and that other im- 
provements will follow in rapid order. Mr. 
Forrest Adair, chairman of the building 
committee of the county commissioners, is 
seriously contemplating the building of a 
new courthouse—one that will loom high 
into the air and, like the state capitol, will 
be one of the largest and best buildings 
‘fp the city. 

“Since I have seen so many elegant and 
gibstantial courthouse buildings in the 
cities visited,” said Mr. Adair, “‘I do believe 
that Fulton county deserves something bet- 
ter for a courthouse than the present 

_ structure. Not only do I now see the need 
of anew building more than I have ever 
geen it before, but I am going to see what 
can be dane toward securing a new build- 
ing. 

“TIT have not conferred with any of the 
tommissioners, but my idea is to first build 

' the jail, with offices in the front of the 
building; and then tear away the old court- 
house and erect a building which will be 

_in keeping with the progress of Atlanta, All 
the cities I stopped in had the jails and

A! New Courthouse, Too. 

' The jail inspecting tour which has just 

| been completed by the building committee 
ef the county commissioners may result in 
much more than was at first anticipated.

The prison on a whole is about 
the best we saw on the trip, yet our jail 
is going to be better and more satisfactorily 
arranged than any in the United States. 


Weather Below Zero 


“No, sir; we did not go to Montreal. Not 
a bit of it. Why, when we were at Buffalo 
the thermometer was 20 degrees below zero 
and the blizzard was cutting through our 
very bones. 

“We would have gone to Montreal, how- 
ever, but we were shown a copy of the 
Plans of the jail in that city and it was 
useless for us to make the trip and spend 
the money, as we could see from the plans 
just what the jail was.” 

The jail at Cleveland was inspected and 
the committee was very much pleased with 
the general construction. This is one of the 
best prisons in the country and many mod- 
ern improvements have been placed in the 
construction of the building. 


Will Prepare the Plans. 


The plans for the new jail will be com- 
menced at once and will be ready for bids 
in a few weeks. 

Architect Wilkins has seen all that he 
desires and will now put into execution 
what he learned on the trip. Every jail 
that was visited was carefully noted and 
all the arrangements were looked into. 

Under the law an advertisement for bids 
must be printed for sixty days before 
bids can be opened and accepted. This will, 
therefore, cause a little delay, and it will 
be early in the spring before active work 
can begin on the structure. In the mean- 
time the plans will be thoroughly drawn 
and perfected and material men through- 
out the country will be advised with, so 
that by the time the bids are opened the 
county commisstoners will be in position 
to have the work let by contract and the 
walls will be hurried on to completion. 


For the County Farm. 


Superintendent Hope intends making 
many improvements in the conduct of the 
affairs of the county farm. 

He made a close examination of the alms- 
houses visited and made a study of the 
situation. One of the greatest needs at 
present at the county farm is an improve- 
ment in the imbecile department. The 
building is not arranged as conveniently as 
could be wished, and it is’ to remedy this 
evil that the improvements are to be made. 

Other improvements are in view, and if 
the board makes an appropriation the 
features will be added at once.

THE OFFENSE OF LUNACY. 


Curious Justice Court Warrant Served 
on a Negro Woman.

Indications now point to Mr. J. A. Mor- 
row, of Jonesboro, as the successor of Hon.

HOOTEN LET OFF. 


Chief Connolly Will Not Suspend the 
Officer About an Escape. 


Chief Connolly, of the police force, has 
decided that no suspension will be made 
in the case of Officer Hooten, who allowed 
a prisoner to escape from him several 
mornings ago. The officer was in charge 
of a negro burglar, being carried to the 
police station in a patrol wagon, when the 
darky suddenly leaped from the wagon and 
got away.

The negro gave 
the officers no trouble and when he jumped 
from the wagon as it crossed the railroad 
tracks he got well away before Officer 
Hooten realized what had happened. 

When he leaped out the negro took up 
the tracks and darted between some box 
cars. It was very dark and despite the 
chase made by the officer, Gibbs evaded 
capture and got away with the handcuffs 
on his wrists. A vigorous search has been 
made for him, but nothing has’ been heard 
or seen of a negro of his description. 

Yesterday Chief Connolly decided that 
such an occurrence was likely to happen 
at any time and in view of the good record 
of the officer he reprimanded him and al- 
lowed the matter to pass.

A CLUMSY FORGER. 


TOM JACKSON WANTED MONEY 
| ON A PAPER, 
Presented New York Exchange at the 
Lowry Bank and Wanted To Gét 
It Cashed Yesterday. 


Negro forgers are becoming plentiful, it 
seems. In the last few weeks the Lowry 
Banking Company alone has caused the ar- 
rest of two colored citizens who were at- 
tempting to get money on worthless pa- 
pers. 

It appears that the negroes have an ex- 
alted opinion of that Mstitution, and when 
they get possession of any paper that looks 
like a check or draft they take it there 
quickly. But the tellers invariably turn 
the darkeys over to an officer instead of 


turning them over cold cash. 

Yesterday morning Tom Jackson, alias 
Tom Johnson, presented himself at the 
paying teller’s window of the bank and 
presented a draft on the United States 
National bank, of New York, for a small 
sum of money. The paper purported to 
have been issued by the Merchants’ and 
Traders’ bank, of Brunswick, and was pay- 
able to Peter Swint. The negro asked if 
the draft was good and stated that if it was 
he would like to get the money. 

The teller asked the unsuspecting darky 
to step back into Cashier Orme’s office and 
ask that official about the matter. Special 
Officer Lester, of the Equitable, was then 
sent for and he quickly took charge of the 
negro and sent him to the police station. 
A charge of forgery Was booked against 
the negro, but it is probable that he will 
be released for want of evidence. He claims 
tc have found the draft and denies that he 
either signed or indorsed the paper. it 
would be difficult to disprove his statement 
unless some new evidence turns up and Mr. 
Orme stated last night that he inight re- 
lease Johnson today. 

Mr. Orme wrote to'the Brunswick bank 
last night informing that institution of the 
case, and unless it desires to prosecute the 
negro he will be turned loose. It may pe 
that he was sent to the bank by a real 
forger and that the Brunswick people will 
want a full investigation of the case made. 

Detective Lanford identified the negro 
last night as one arrested by him several 
days ago as a suspect. He was accused of 
stealing a very fine suit of clothing found 
in his possession, but no positive evidence 
could be secured, and after holding him 
a day or two the negro was released. He 
is not thought to be any too good to forg2 
a note, check or other paper, but his men- 
tal caliber is not sufficiently pronounced to 
credit him with being a_i professional 
forger.

If Christitor Columbus | STEPHENS GOT AWAY 


A Smooth Darky Badly Wanted Escapes 
from the Police Station. 


HE SOLD MORTGAGED WAGONS 


Stephens Was Left in a Hallway wath- 
out a Guard and He Quietly 
Walked Away. 


Lewis Stephens, the shrewd negro who 
bought many wagons, buggies and other 
kinds of vehicles on credit and sold them 
for cash regardless of mortgages on the 
property, escaped from the police station 
yesterday morning. He walked away in a 
very quiet and mysterious manner. 

The negro was left in the hallway leading 
to the prison door. He picked an oppor- 
tunity when no one was looking and wa.ked 
out of the hall past the station house keep- 
er’s office and out of a door to the street. 
The escape was quickly discovered, but not 
unt!l Stephens had put a considerable dis- 
tance between himegelf and his pursuers. 

Stephers is badly wanted by the law. He 
is said to have flagrantly violated it in at 
least half a dozen instances. If properly 
punished for his alleged conduct it is likely 
that he would have had to serve twelve 
or fifteen years in the penitentiary. Six 
clear cases of disposing of mortgaged prop- 
erty stand against him and his punishment 
would have been severe. 

The negro was arrested Friday night last. 
Complaint was made that he had sold mort- 
gaged property in one instance and when 
the case was investigated it was found 
that several other charges would be made. 
He bought wagons ard buggies from two or 
three dealers, paying a small part of the 
purchase money and giving a mortgage as 
security for the remainder. Under the law 
mortgaged property cannot be disposed of 
without a violation of it, punishable by 
from one to three years in each instance. 
Despite the law Stephens sold all of the ve- 
hicles be bought and pocketed the money. 

Yesterday morning the negro, with ten or 
twelve others, was carrolled by the detec- 
tives and tan to the third fioor of the 
Station house. The gang consisted of a lot 
of boys and negro men charged with theft 
and burglary and they were lined up in 
the detectives’ office for the purpose of 
taking their descriptions. Mr. Walter John- 
ecn, clerk of the detectives, recorded the 
proper descriptions of the negroes and 
then turned them over to the detectives. 
The gang was taken back downstairs in 
twos and threes and Stephens was among 
the Jast batch. 

Detectives Harris, Lanford and others 
had charge of the negroes and except Steph- 
ens they turned them over to the. turnkey 
on duty, Mr. Cooper. Just who carried 
Stephens downstairs is not yet positively 
known, but Detective Lanford’s handcuffs 
were om his hands when he reached the 
Station house keeper's officen. Mr. Lan- 
ford says that he did not take the negrp 
aownstairs, but that he did take the hand- 
cuffs off of Stephens in ‘the hallway lead- 
ing to the turnkey’s office and the main 
prison door. Some one carried the negro 
back in the hall to the turnkey’s office and 
left him there. Mr... Lanford thinks that 
Detective Harris was in the room at the 
time and he left the prison with two small 
boys he was taking away to get some 
stolen articles they had hidden out. 

The turnkey was evidently inside the pris- 
on at the time and Stephens was left in the 
office without an officer to guard him, un- 
less Detective Harris was there, as thought 
by Mr. Lanford. The negro walked out of 
the hall and to his Nberty without trouble, 
Mr. Lanford having left the prison with an- 
ether officer, Detective Bankston. The es- 
cape das discovered by Attorney Walker, 
who was at the prison at the time to see a 
client. He saw the negro walking out and 
shouted to the officers in charge, but the 
chase was not started soon enough and 
Stephens got away. 

A vigorous search was made for the negro 
but he had not been captured last night. 
Detectives Harris and Taylor went to Ma- 
rietta to apprehend him, they thinking that 
he traveled in that direction after leaving 
the prison. Detective Harris’s explanation 
of the escape could not be obtained On ac-

SUPREME COURT OF GEORGIA. 
Monday, February 24, 1896. 


Argument was heard in the case of S. 
B. Leggett v. The State. 

The following order was passed by the 
court: Th’'s court, in a case now under 
consideration and which has been argued 
Orally, having to some extent investigated 
the questions below stated, the same 
having been raised and being at least in- 
cidently involved in that case, and being 
questions of cons'derable importance be-

A GENUINE GUARNERIUS, 


Valued at Five Thousand Dollars, on 
Exhibition. 

The Freyer & Bradley Music Company 
have on exhibition in their window a genu- 
ine Joseph Guarnerias violin, made about 
1745,° valued at $5,C00, that is attracting a 
great deal of attention from connoisseurs. 
The instrument has quite a history, and its 
origin is authentic. 

Mr. A. H. Merrill, the cashier of the 
Irreyer & Bradley Music Company, and a 
violin maker and repairer of note, whose 
ability is known throughout the country, 
has been endeavoring to obtain possession 
of this violin for over two years, and has 
lost track of it several times during this 
period, He succeeded in purchasing it two 
weeks ago, and when he did get possession 
the instrument was covered with red paint, 
and had rough hickory pegs, which gave 
it the appearance of an old ‘“‘fiddle.”’ 

Tne instrument was given to a slave at 
the beginning of the war with the admo- 
nition by his master never to part with it, 
as it was of great value, and during the 
life of the old negro no amount of per- 
Suasion or money would induce him to give 
it up. The old negro was very poor and 
lived in southwestern Georgia, and it was 
While in his possession that Mr. Merrill 
first saw the instrument. The old negro 
died some.two years ago, and since that 
time the violin has been in the possession 
of several, who did not know of its value, 
and was painted by scme one a vivid red 
with common house paint. 

Yesterday Mr. Eddie Fox, the musical 
director of Herrmann, who is an enthusias- 
tic admirer of old violins, and who is con- 
sidered a connoisseur throughout the 
country, examined the instrument and was 
delighted with the perfect model, and was 
Satisfied of its being a genuine Guarne- 
rius. 

Both Fleming and Hart, itn their works 
on violins, describe the Guarnerius as being 
very flat, the arch rising gently from the 
perfling. The outline is very perfect and 
restful. Many of thé instruments are small 
and do not exceed fourteen inches in 
length, and possess a great peculiarity in 
the sound holes, which are of an early 
type and designed. in a most masterly way. 
The top circle has the appearance of an 
arch of Gothic type, which slopes away a 
little toward the margins and is fairly 
wide at the middle, the notch being cut 
at an angle of about 45 degrees to the 
longer axis. The margins are large and 
massive, the edges round and solid. The 
ribs are about 1% at the top, 1 3-16 at the 
corners and about 1% at the tail pin. 

The description of the instrument on 
exhibition is perfect in every detail, even 
to the streak of what is called gray wood, 
which runs down from the top on the left 
of the finger board, and which can easily 
be seen through the varnish. The coat of 
red paint with which the instrument was 
coated did not injure the varnish in the 
least. 

The Freyer & Bradley Music Company 
have placed the violin in the window with 
a mirror under it in swech a way that both 
sides can be seen perfectly. 

With the violin is exhibited a Zoeh’s bow, 
valued at $120, which is considered perfect.
